Becks pays his respects... 

He may be one of the most famous 
people on the planet but David 
Beckham is no queue-jumper. The 
former England football captain 
queued for more than 13 hours to 
pay his respects to the Queen at her 
lying-in-state after he joined the line 
at 2am yesterday. 

Beckham, 47, donned a flat cap and 
asmart suit as he waited in line with 
thousands of other mourners for 
most of the day yesterday. 

As he approached the front of the 
queue, he told ITV News that he was 
attending “on behalf of his family’, 
having grown up ina “household 
of royalists”. 


Generous with doughnuts and selfies 
The former Manchester United and 
England captain, who appeared to 

be alone, reportedly turned down 

a VIP pass and was hailed by other 
mourners for “joining the queue just 
like the rest of us”. 

He also ingratiated himself with 
the crowd by buying doughnuts and 
agreeing to pose for selfies as the 
queue made its slow progress along 
the south bank of the Thames. 

“We all want to be here together, 
we all want to experience something 
where we celebrate the amazing life 
of our Queen,” Beckham said. 

“Something like this today is meant 
to be shared together. This day was 
always going to bea difficult day. Our 
thoughts are with the family - it’s 
very special to hear all of the stories 
from people here.” 


Meeting the Queen 
Beckham said his favourite memory 
of the late monarch was when he 
received his OBE for services to 
football in 2003. He has long been 
touted for a knighthood but his wait 
continues. “| was so lucky | was able 
to have a few moments in my life 
to be around Her Majesty,” he told 
reporters, before joking that he was 
being “told off” for holding up the line. 
Later, television footage inside 
Westminster Hall showed the former 
player looking tearful as he waited to 
file past the Queen's coffin.

There is a quiet democracy to the 
line of people twisting through 
central London. Except for the 
Royal Family and MPs, there's no 
special treatment for the powerful 
or famous. No shortcuts or extra 
time slots exist to see the Queen 
lying in state, nor any privacy 
when you reach Westminster Hall. 
Standing in the queue means join- 
ing a gentle tide of humanity that 
is broadcast live around the world. 
There is a dignity and humility in 
patiently accepting one’s place. 

That's why so many people 
were cheered by the sight of David 
Beckham in line (see story, Left). It 
wasn't trashy celebrity spotting. 
His willingness to queue at 2am 
for 13 hours reflected well on him 
- and also on strangers nearby 
who largely Left him unbothered. 

By Monday morning, when the 
doors to Westminster Hall close, 
about half of a per cent of the UK 
population will have walked past 
the Queen's coffin to pay their 
respects. Like the 1966 World Cup 
final, that number will climb over 
the years as other people insert 
themselves in history. 

Contrary to some coverage, the 
country is not “united in grief”and 
talk of a single “national mood” is 
overstated. There is, though, wide- 
spread (if not universal) respect, 
affection and love for the Queen.

Millions of households face greater 
cost of living pressures after warn- 
ings of a 0.75 percentage point rise 
in interest rates this week, which 
could increase mortgage payments 
by hundreds of pounds a year. 

The plummeting value of sterling, 
which fell to a 37-year low against 
the US dollar, led to concerns that 
the Bank of England could be forced 
to make its largest single rise since it 
was given sole power over the base 
rate in 1998. 

Such an increase - coming the day 
before the new Chancellor’s planned 
fiscal statement - could add more 
than £700 a year on to the average 
mortgage, and would be introduced 
as households face increasing costs 
in their energy, fuel and food bills. 

The Bank of England’s Monetary 
Policy Committee (MPC), which 
is responsible for setting interest 
rates, is set to meet on Thursday. In 
August, it raised its base rate by 0.5 
percentage points to 1.75 per cent. 

Lower than expected retail sales, 
linked to people grappling with the 
cost of living, contributed to the 
pound plummeting yesterday. 

The fall in sterling, which came 
on the 30-year anniversary of 
“Black Wednesday” - when the UK 
was forced to withdraw the pound 
from the European Exchange Rate 
Mechanism after failing to keep up 
its exchange rate - could push up in- 
flation, increasing the chances of an 
even higher base rate hike.

Gas prices have fallen following ef- 
forts in Europe to stockpile energy 
supplies. Prices could begin to rise 
again once the reserves begin to be 
used up over the cold months.

Nearly half face 
struggle to pay

Almost half of UK adults who pay 
energy bills have said that they are 
struggling to afford them, according 
to new figures. 

In a poll conducted for the Office 
for National Statistics between 31 
August and 11 September, 48 per 
cent of adults said they were find- 
ing it “very or somewhat difficult” 
to afford their energy costs. It repre- 
sents an increase on a fortnight ear- 
lier, when 45 per cent said they were 
struggling with energy costs. 

However, households have been 
promised support by Liz Truss’s new 
Government because of the soaring 
cost of gas and electricity since the 
start of the survey period. 

The Government has pledged 
to cap energy bills at £2,500 from 
next month, including a £400 rebate 
which will be paid in six instalments.

Ministers still

Dozens of ministerial posts could re- 
main unfilled for a further week after 
the official mourning period ends fol- 
lowing the Queen’s funeral on Mon- 
day, Downing Street has admitted. 

Liz Truss was forced to pause 
her vast reshuffle last week in the 
wake of the Queen’s passing, and the 
Prime Minister may be unable to re- 
sume her appointments for another 
seven days after the state funeral. 

The continued interruption is be- 
cause the Royal Family has a further 
seven days of private mourning and 
every ministerial appointment must 
be made officially by the monarch. 

Downing Street has been left 
scrambling to ascertain whether 
King Charles ITI will sign off the list 
of new ministers during the royal 
mourning period, or if it will be 
forced to wait another week until it 
has a fully functioning government. 

It comes after the Conservative 
Party faced severe criticism for 
engaging in a leadership contest al- 
most two months long that left the 
Government paralysed by a lack of 
leadership during the ongoing cost 
of living crisis.

Kwarteng expected to cut

For 40 minutes yesterday, the na- 
tion’s capacity for mourning, at least 
in one sense, reached its limit.

The re-opening came despite the 
Government’s online queue tracking 
feed asking people to stay away late 
afternoon. By the time the line offi- 
cially reopened at 5.30pm the time 
estimate had grown to 24 hours. 

But while four very distant miles 
away in the Palace of Westminster 
the King and his siblings stood 
sentinel before their mother’s cof- 
fin, the tide of public mourners 
was unceasing. 

For 15 poignant minutes, the pres- 
ence in Westminster Hall of the King, 
the Duke of York, the Princess Royal 
and the Duke of Wessex, each in mili- 
tary uniform, brought together both 
the Queen’s closest and, perhaps, 
most determined mourners. 

Those veterans of the Friday 
queue entering under the hall’s 
900-year-old angel roof at 7.30pm 
found themselves part of a carefully 
choreographed confluence of royalty 
and citizens as every occupant of the 
room paid their silent tribute to a de- 
parted sovereign, whether they had 
been her son or daughter or subject.

It was a testimony to the spirit 
which has governed the so-called 
Elizabeth Line that if the great and 
good felt moved to pay their own 
tribute, they have - with the excep- 
tion of MPs and peers - got in line 
with everybody else.

before he passed it last week to the 


Duke of Cambridge. In a speech 
which appeared to reference the 
Queen’s visit to Aberfan following 
the mining disaster which killed 
116 children in 1966, the King said: 
“T know she took immense pride 
in your many great achievements, 
even as she also felt with you deeply 
in time of sorrow. 

“It must surely be counted the 
greatest privilege to belong to a land 
that could inspire such devotion.” 

The day was not without its less 
devout moments. 

As the King attended events in 
Cardiff accompanied by the Queen 
Consort, there was a small protest 
by republican campaigners - the 
heirs to the dissenters in Aberyst- 
wyth - who held aloft signs reading 
“Abolish the monarchy” and “Citi- 
zens, not subjects”. 

Back in London, there was little 
evidence of dwindling appetite for 
formality as the queue for Westmin- 
ster Hall last night burgeoned anew. 

London Ambulance Service said 
it had treated 435 members of the 
public along the route over the last 
two days as a result of faints, with 25 
needing hospital treatment. 

The logistical challenges of the 
queue are matched by the plan- 
ning going into the state funeral 
on Monday. 

It emerged yesterday that Gov- 
ernment officials had delved into 
the archives of Queen Victoria’s and 
Winston Churchill’s state funerals to 
help plan the occasion. 

A team of around 100 civil serv- 
ants in the Cabinet Office is working 
on Operation London Bridge, with 
thousands more in supporting roles. 


Remarks on economy and faith 
as King ventures into politics

King Charles made his first foray 
as monarch into the political realm 
last night after it was revealed that 
he was “concerned” at how Britons 
will cope with the cost of living crisis. 

Mark Drakeford, the First Minis- 
ter of Wales, said that during his visit 
to Cardiff the King had raised with 
him the issue of price rises and the 
coming winter.

“He mentioned the impact of the 
cost of living crisis and how that will 
impact on people here in Wales... He 
is concerned as to how people will 
manage through what is going to be 
a difficult winter.” 

The intervention in economic 
questions is likely to be seen as an

It came as the King last night re- 
turned to London to take part in a 
vigil with his siblings around the 
Queen’s coffin in Westminster Hall.

Michele Monteith, 54, arrived 
from Eastbourne with friend Emma 
MeMillan, 33, on Friday morning 
only to find the queue was shut. She 
said: “We were thinking, ‘oh! gosh!, 
we should have come yesterday, 
we've missed our chance’.”

London airports on 
standby to receive 
VIPs and reduce 
pressure on Heathrow

The world’s leaders will be scattered 
around London’s airports as they 
gather for the Queen’s funeral be- 
cause the capital’s main hub, Heath- 
row, cannot cope alone and would be 
“maxed out” by VIPs, ican reveal.

This does not necessarily mean 
they would be travelling alongside 
regular customers. 


Aviation expert John Strickland 
predicted that most of those attend- 
ing the Queen’s funeral would arrive 
on aircraft which park well away 
from the main passenger terminals. 

“You may see the aircraft ap- 
proach but they will keep a clear 
distance when they arrive, from a 
security point of view,” he told i.

A spokesperson for Stansted 
confirmed that the Essex airport 
has had “multiple” bids for arrivals, 
adding: “Heathrow is maxed-out on 
capacity, it doesn’t have additional 
capacity to take private jets,.

envoys from Commons

The Speaker of the House of Com- 
mons banned the Chinese govern- 
ment delegation from attending the 
Queen’s lying-in-state at Westmin- 
ster Hall despite them being invited 
to the state funeral. 

Sir Lindsay Hoyle vetoed 
a request from the del- 
egation to enter the 
Parliamentary Estate 
because Beijing has 
imposed sanctions 
against five MPs and 
two members of the 
House of Lords. 

The MPs and peers who 
have been subject to asset 
freezes and travel bans have 
voiced concern over Beijing’s crack- 
down on China’s Uyghur minority in 
the north-west of the country. 

The veto follows a number of 
Conservative MPs, including the 
former Tory leader Sir Iain Dun- 
can Smith, writing to the Foreign 
Secretary James Cleverly in pro- 
test at the Chinese being invited to 
the funeral. 

Sir Iain (inset) told BBC News he 


applauded the Speaker for “stand- 
ing firm”. But another Tory MP, 
Richard Graham, told LBC the 
row was a “huge distraction from 
what is a period of national mourn- 
ing, when there is a ceasefire on all 
political issues”. 

The House of Commons passed 
a motion last year declaring that 

a genocide was being car- 
ried out against Uyghur 
Muslims. 

The Chinese govern- 
ment has been invited 
to send a representa-

Truss to hold 
meeting with 
Biden as world 
leaders fly in

Liz Truss will hold her first prime 
ministerial one-to-one meeting with 
US President Joe Biden tomor- 
row as world leaders fly in for the 
Queen’s funeral. 

The Prime Minister will hold a 
series of private head-to-heads with 
her counterparts over the weekend 
in a major diplomatic push ahead of 
Monday’s state funeral. 

She will meet privately with her 
counterparts from Australia and 
New Zealand - Prime Ministers An- 
thony Albanese and Jacinda Ardern 
respectively - at the Government’s 
Chevening country residence today, 
a No 10 spokesperson said. 

On Sunday, Ms Truss will hold 
meetings at No 10 with the Irish Tao- 
iseach Micheal Martin, the Canadian 
Prime Minister Justin Trudeau, the 
Polish President Andrzej Duda and 
Mr Biden. 

Ms Truss previously met the US 
President in Washington last Sep- 
tember and at a Nato summit earlier 
this year, before she became leader. 

The meeting will take place 
against a backdrop of disputes over 
the Northern Ireland Protocol and 
difficulties working towards a trade 
deal. Mr Biden is understood to be 
opposed to the UK’s handling of its 
post-Brexit obligations. 

The Protocol is also likely to come 
up when she speaks to Mr Martin, as 
relations between the two countries 
continue to be strained over post- 
Brexit trading arrangements. 

The head-to-head with Mr Biden, 
who will attend the funeral with First 
Lady Jill Biden, is set to ease the 
pressure on Ms Truss’s visit to the 
UN General Assembly next week, 
although No 10 did not rule out an- 
other bilateral meeting there. 


New Zealand’s leader Jacinda Ardern 
is scheduled to meet Liz Truss today 


It is likely that Ms Truss will meet 
French President Emmanuel Ma- 
cron at the New York summit, rather 
than during his visit to the UK. 

Mr Macron confirmed his attend- 
ance at the funeral after offering his 
country’s condolences in a call to 
the King. 

He tweeted about the “unbreak- 
able” ties between France and the 
UK as he promised to “strengthen” 
the nations’ relationship by “follow- 
ing the path” of the late Queen. 

A meeting between the pair could 
be a chance for Ms Truss to clarify 
where their relationship stands, 
after she controversially said that 
the “jury’s out” on whether Mr Ma- 
cron was a “friend or foe” during her 
campaign to become Tory leader. 

Ms Truss and the European Com- 
mission president Ursula von der 
Leyen are also understood to be ar- 
ranging a meeting during their at- 
tendance the UN summit, with the 
Protocol expected to be discussed. 

Ms Truss will have an audience 
with the King before attending his 
reception for heads of state at Buck- 
ingham Palace tomorrow.

The 183 members of the public 
were chosen because of their 
extraordinary contributions 
in areas such as volunteering 
in communities, the Covid-19 
pandemic response, charity work 
and those in healthcare, education 
and the public sector. 

ispoke to some of those 
going to the historic 
occasion to say their 
goodbyes to the Queen 
about why it means so 
much to them. 


NATALIE QUEIROZ 
Natalie Queiroz was 
eight months pregnant 
when she was stabbed 24 
times in 2016. She and her 
unborn child miraculously survived 
and the mother-of-three went on 

to turn the horrific incident into a 
positive by becoming an anti-knife 
crime advocate. 

The 46-year-old, who lives in 
Birmingham, began by doing 
motivational talks about resilience 
and surviving, before talking to 
children about the dangers of knife 
crime, then becoming a qualified 
specialist carrying out youth work 
educating teenagers about coping 
with trauma and steering them 
away from a life of crime. 

She was made an MBE 
for services to young 
people in the Queen’s 
Birthday Honours list 
in June and has been 
invited to the funeral. 

“Tt is a massive 
honour as this is one 
of the biggest occasions 
in modern history and 
to have the opportunity to 
attend, thank the Queen in my head 
for everything she has done, pay my 
respects and celebrate her life is 
mind-blowing,” Natalie told i. 

“Twas genuinely saddened when I 
heard the Queen had passed. It was 
like losing a member of the family 
as she has always been there, and 
was such a strong woman who held 
herself with dignity and strength 
and I admired her deeply.” 


OWEN SHARP 

The Queen was arguably the world’s 
most famous dog owner and had 
been a patron of Dog’s Trust since

1990. Owen Sharp, chief executive 
of the charity, told i that the Queen’s 
backing had done an enormous 
amount to highlight the rescue dogs 
in their care. 

Mr Sharp (below) added: “The 
Queen was most famous for having 
corgis, but actually she was an 
owner of many dogs and lots of 
different breeds, and they were 
always a big part of her life. 

“T feel honoured to be attending 
her funeral and being able to pay 
the respects on behalf of everyone 
at Dog’s Trust, all our volunteers 
and the many thousands of 
people who have adopted 
dogs from us over all of 
these years. 

“We believe that 
humans have the 
ability to make dogs’ 
lives better and dogs 

have the ability to 
make humans lives 
better,” he said. “Her 
Majesty was a great example 
of this and it clearly brought her a 
lot of joy to be a dog owner. 

“When she visited our centres, 
it wasn’t just about meeting the 
people for her, it was about meeting 
the dogs and celebrating what we 
do as an organisation.” 


GUY ADDINGTON 
Lifeboat volunteer Guy Addington 
has helped save 18 lives as a 
member of the RNLI and met 
the Queen around 12 years ago - 
when she told him a moustache 
he had grown as part of 
a fundraising venture 
“didn’t suit him at all”. 
Mr Addington 
(left), 45, who lives 
in Margate, told ihe 
remembered the royal 
meeting vividly and 
was saddened he won't 
get to meet Her Majesty 
again after he received his 
MBE accolade in June. 

“T felt very nervous about 
meeting the Queen when she 
visited our lifeboat centre as 
patron of the RNLI,” he said. “But 
as soon as the interaction began, 
everyone felt immediately at ease 
as she had the knack of making you 
feel comfortable.” 

He added: “It was embarrassing 
as at the time, [had a pretty 
horrible moustache I had grown 
to fundraise for Movember. The 
Queen commented on the fact it 
didn’t suit me at all. I told her, ‘I 
know, I’m embarrassed, and my 
wife agreed with the Queen. If [had 


the opportunity again, I probably 
would have shaved, but it’s a funny 
story to tell. 

“T can’t believe I’ve been invited to 
the Queen’s funeral. 

“Tt feels very surreal and I feel 
honoured and privileged to have 
the opportunity to reflect and 
say goodbye at this monumental 
moment in our history.” 


LESLEY GARVEN 
Lesley Garven, manager of the 
Blind Veterans centre in Brighton, 
was made an MBH in the Queen’s 
Platinum Jubilee Honours for her 
services to veterans over the past 
decade - in particular for her work 
leading the centre, which has 30 
permanent residents, throughout 
the pandemic. 
She told i that working for a “can 
do” charity like Blind Veterans 
UK was inspiring every day anda 
pleasure, so she was stunned when 
she was awarded an MBE for it. 
She said that the pandemic was 
a difficult time and she has focused 
on creating a safe environment for 
their visually impaired residents. 
“T feel the MBE is a recognition 
of not just me, but everyone's input 
over that time,” she said. “It was 
so unexpected when this beautiful 
cream envelope landed on the 
doorstep. I was absolutely stunned.” 
Ms Garven received a telephone 
call inviting her to the Queen’s 
funeral, but after not hearing 
anything for a few days after, she 
began worrying it was a hoax. Then 
she then received an official email 
explaining she would get further 
instructions by special delivery and 
she knew it was true.

‘Taking part means everything: 
RAF have trained non-stop all week

RAF Halton’s parade square rang 
out to the sound of the service’s band 
and marching feet as one of the final 
rehearsals for the Queen’s funeral 
played out yesterday. 

Plastic cones mapped out a replica 
of the route along which almost 600 
RAF members will file for Monday’s 
state funeral procession. 

The RAF tarmac was transformed 
into a representation of Wellington 
Barracks, Horse Guards Parade and 
Wellington Arch, from which Her 
Majesty’s coffin will be transferred 
from a gun carriage to a hearse to 
take her to Windsor Castle. 

The men and women of the RAF 


have been training at this Bucking- 
hamshire base non-stop every day 
this week. Boots have been polished 
to perfection, shirts ironed to a 
crisp and drills carried out 
by participating person- 
nel from the RAF Regi- 
ment, RAF College 
Cranwell, RAF Mar- 
ham, the Royal Aux- 
iliary and 603 City of 
Edinburgh Squadron. 

Pride, mingled with 
nerves, is to the fore 
among those taking part, 
but the rigour and demands of 
the task at hand are clear. 

Wing Cdr Piers Morrell, 51, the 
RAF'’s principal director of music, 


will be conducting the service’s com- 
bined band. 
Taking part in such a momentous 
event “means everything” to 
those in the RAF accompa- 
nying the Queen on her 
final journey, he said.

Forget TV and ‘see’ the spectacle and emotion 
with your imagination. By Simon O’Hagan

ho knows whether 
it really was Alistair 
Cooke who was the 
first to say, “I prefer 
radio to TV because 
the pictures are better”. But the 
sentiment expressed by that 
master of broadcasting has been oft 
repeated by those of us who identify 
as listeners much more than we do 
as viewers. 

Now our dedication to radio is 
about to experience its moment 
of greatest fulfilment. Because 
while the Queen’s funeral will 
undoubtedly make for hugely 
powerful television - the biggest 
live event in UK TV history, a once- 
in-a-lifetime spectacular of colour, 
pageantry, historic landmarks, 
awesome theatrics, faces wreathed 
in emotion, and a myriad other 
sights, the like of which we have 
never witnessed before and never 
will again - will it be as powerful as 
following events on the radio? 

Cooke’s point about radio’s 
pictures is a compliment to the 
human imagination. Listeners to 
the coverage of the funeral will still 
be able to “see” it. But there will be 
something more. 

It’s as if - without the distraction 
of actual pictures — we'll be able to 
access the occasion on some deeper 
level, its atmosphere distilled into 
its very essence. 

Perhaps what it comes down 
to is that the difference between 
television and radio is that 
television is about entertainment 
and radio is about companionship. 
No wonder the radio listening 
figures went through the roof 
during lockdown. 

Radio can feel personal and 
intimate in a way that television 
never can, and it’s this dynamic 
which has surely driven the 
podcast phenomenon of the past 
few years. We’re in the midst 
of an audio revolution that has 
transcended the instant availability 
of video. 

This audio revolution seems to 
be feeding an almost primal need 
for stories, a need that begins in 
childhood when we are being read 
to. And however well a story can be 
told on television, it can’t compete 
with radio. 

Maybe there is something in the 
very act of listening that opens up 
realms that lie beyond our eyes. 

The commentary teams for the 
BBC's coverage of the Queen’s 
funeral have now been announced, 
and it’s going to be a career-defining 
moment for them. 

Assignments don’t come any 
bigger, the pressures on those called 
up unique. 

For Huw Edwards and his 
colleagues on T'V, the challenge lies, 
in part, in not telling us what we can

Coverage How you can watch the Queen's funeral 


For those unwilling to brave the 
huge crowds expected in London 
for the Queen's funeral on Monday, 
the main broadcasters are offering 
blanket TV coverage. 

The BBC will begin with its 6am 
breakfast programme, with coverage 
of the funeral continuing from 
8am to 5pm on BBC One and 
BBC News. 

ITV will broadcast 
the funeral without 
advertising onallits 
channels, starting witha 
special episode of Good 
Morning Britain at 6am. 
And Sky's coverage of the 
funeral will be available 
for free throughout the day 
on Sky News. 

But viewers won't be restricted 
to their living rooms. Those who 
can't make it to the Mall, but want to 
witness the funeral ina communal 
environment, will have the option of 
watching on big screens being put up 
across the country.

Rise of the 
Windsor 
women 


New King set to hand greater 
responsibility to his female 
relatives. By Eleanor Peake 


he Queen’s death on 8 

September brought 

to an end 70 years of a 

woman on the throne. 

Not only does the British 
crown now belong to a man but the 
line of succession is dominated by 
male figures — William, the Prince 
of Wales, at the top, and his nine- 
year-old son Prince George of Wales 
in second place. 

The matriarchal household is 
no more as the reins of power are 
handed to a new generation of 
Windsors. But, during the period 
of national mourning, the Windsor 
women have been hyper visible: 
Princess Anne stood guard by the 
Queen’s coffin at St Giles’ Cathedral 
in Edinburgh; the Princess of 
Wales shook hands with the public 
at Sandringham; the Countess 
of Wessex read tributes left at 
Balmoral; and the Duchess of 
Sussex collected flowers from well- 
wishers at Windsor. 

In the inevitable reshaping of the 
monarchy that will take place in 
the coming months and years, can 
the public expect to see more of the 
Windsor women or is this current 
choreography simply the product 
of a family being drawn together 
in mourning, stepping into roles at 


atime of crisis? It is important to 
remember that royal commentators 
have long speculated about King 
Charles’s reported plans to reduce 
the number of working royals to 
acore contingent of just seven. 
These other members would be the 
Queen Consort, Camilla, his siblings 
Princess Anne and Prince Edward, 
Edward's wife Sophie, and his 
eldest son Prince William and the 
Princess of Wales. 

“Charles has really had to draw 
on individuals quite heavily that 
he previously wouldn’t have done,’ 
Ed Owens, royal historian and 
journalist, says. 

“Tt says a lot about just how 
damaging Harry and Megan’s 
departure has been for the 
monarchy.” Prince Charles is also 
no longer able to publicly rely on 
his brother Prince Andrew, after 
he was forced to step back from 
working life. 

Within the smaller group that is 
left behind, the women are going 
to become valuable resources 
that King Charles should not 
underestimate, says Clive Irving, 
author of The Last Queen. 

“Women have always been 
the weather makers in the Royal 
Family,” he says.

monarchs have been extremely 
strong women who have left 
their mark in a way that no 
man ever has. I think this is set 
to continue.” 

One element will come down to 
capitalising on their popularity. 
“Having women in the family who 
are popular is not a bad thing for 
Charles. There have always been 
question marks over his popularity,” 
says Elizabeth Norton, royal 
historian and author of England’s 
Queens. “He knows that Sophie 
Wessex is popular, and he knows 
that Kate Middleton is popular. So 
using them and making them the 
focal point for events is probably a 
really good idea.” 

Sophie, Countess of Wessex, has 
not always had such a central role to 
play. Following her marriage to the 
Queen’s youngest son in 1999, she 
stayed relatively under the radar. 
She continued with her job in public 
relations until 2001 when a reporter 
recorded her being indiscreet about 
Royal Family members and she 
stepped down. 

Decades on and Sophie has 
become a well-trusted member 
of the inner circle and a reported 
“favourite” of the Queen. In a 2019 
speech at Buckingham Palace, 
she referred to the late monarch 
as “Mama”. And after the death 
of Prince Philip in 2021, Sophie 
was trusted enough to speak on 


the radio about her memories of 
the Duke. 

“Until Harry and Meghan left the 
Royal Family, Prince Edward and 
Sophie were sort of nonentities,” 
says Owens. But Norton says “since 
2002, [Sophie] hasn’t put a foot 
wrong”. “She was very, very close 
to the Queen and people talk about 
her as the Queen’s second daughter. 
She’s seen as discreet, loyal, hard 
working, and is seen as a real asset 
to the family.” 

The Countess of Wessex is also 
seen as an asset to her husband. 
“Thanks to Sophie’s guidance,

Edward has a better public image,” 
says Irving. “So, I think she’s a real 
strength there.” 

Under King Charles, Sophie will 
receive a new title, although this is 
yet to be confirmed. It is speculated 
that Prince Edward will be awarded 
Duke of Edinburgh, making her the 
Duchess of Edinburgh. Norton says 
we can expect to see Sophie attend 
more major royal occasions. 

The new Princess of Wales will, of 
course, continue to be an essential 
cog in the PR machine for the King. 
The Princess is now the second- 


highest ranking woman in the Royal 
Family after Camilla. Owens said 
we can expect to see more charity 
and issues-based work from Kate: 
“She’s taken on the issue of early 
years learning development which 
is arelatively neutral area. 

“Her work in that sector is 
designed to have a positive impact 
but it also helps her image asa 
mother. There is a sort of synergy 
there in terms of the work that 
she’s investing time in and her 
public image.” 

Charles will probably choose 
to have Kate at every major royal 
event, says Norton. “Of course, 
the Royal Family knows just how 
popular she is. She is popular 
worldwide,” she adds. “We will be 
seeing a lot more of Kate, even more 
than we have already seen.” 

Of course, the King’s only sister, 
Princess Anne, has long been a 
central figure to the monarchy - 
even if publicly overlooked. “She 
is going to be indispensable to 
Charles,” says Irving. “She used 
to offer counsel that the Queen 
couldn’t find in Charles, Andrew 
or Edward. She is a powerful 
woman with sound judgement, who 
understands all the issues in a way 
that maybe her brothers do not”. 

As for the other women in the 
family - those who have more 
recently been in roles on the 
periphery, can we expect to see a 


change? The Duchess of Sussex has 
already publicly stated, alongside 
Prince Harry, that they are stepping 
outside of the senior royal fold and 
will not be working royals, instead 
choosing to live in the US and 
pursue personal projects. 

On paper Princess Beatrice, as 
the eldest child of Prince Andrew, 
ninth in line to the throne, and one 
of six counsellors of state, could 
have a role. But the damaged 
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Sophie, Countess of 
Wessex,is set to become 
one of the core working 
royals CHRISTOPHER 
FURLONG/GETTY 


reputation of her father may 
prevent her from taking a more 
public place, says Irving. “Andrew 
is areal persistent problem and 
won't go away. So, I think those two 
daughters will take it easy and will 
have to be wary and sensitive to the 
fact that their father is in a difficult 
position.

At the late monarch’s request, 
it has emerged, Anne escorted the 
coffin from Balmoral to London, 
where it lies in state. 

Her grief, as she followed her 
mother’s coffin on the six-hour 
journey from place of death to 
Edinburgh, was palpable. Her deep 
curtsy as the coffin was moved 
into the Palace of Holyroodhouse 
in the Scottish capital symbolised

Her two children, Zara Tindall 
and Peter Phillips, bear no royal 
titles and Anne labelled the Royal

a “rotten idea”, finding it hard to 
comprehend why they needed any 
more attention. 

All that, combined with the 
actions of more colourful members 
of the family, means her service is 
often overshadowed. 

But it will not have been

sitting next to each other at events,

A tradition begun 
by accidentisa 
huge honour for 
those involved.

he tradition of Royal 
Navy sailors pulling the 
monarch’s gun carriage 
at state funerals only 
began after an accident 
on Queen Victoria’s final journey. 

She had been due to make her 
final journey uphill to Windsor 
Castle on a wintry day in February 
1901, pulled by eight bay horses of 
the Royal Horse Artillery. 

But when the horses took the 
weight of the coffin - around 70 
stone - part of the harness broke 
and one of them “received a blow 
and started to plunge”. 

It was put about at the time that 
the last-minute change had been 
made because the horses were 
cold and likely to slip on the icy 
road from Windsor train station - 
perhaps to avoid a public discussion 
of the late Queen’s portly physique. 

But the real story only emerges 
in a 1936 newspaper cutting from 
the time of King George V’s funeral, 
when Sir Cecil Levita, who had been 
in command of the cortége, revealed 
what had happened. 

“Tt was bitterly cold, with some 
snow, and the gun carriage had been 
kept waiting at Windsor station 
together with naval and military 
detachments for a considerable 
period,” he wrote in a letter to The 
Times after an article appeared to 
criticise the horses’ abilities. 

“When the royal coffin, weighing 
9ewt (900 pounds), had been placed 
on the gun carriage, drums began 
muffled rolls which reverberated 
under the station roof and the 
cortége started. 

“Actually, the eyelet hole broke. 
The point of the trace struck the 
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wheeler with some violence inside 
the hock and the horse plunged.” 
A Royal Horse Artillery 
Lieutenant named ML Goldie later 
backed up the story, but suggested 
the outcome was less than 
straightforward and the confusion 
was compounded by “all sorts of 
officious persons” who intervened 
and “pulled rank” that prevented 
him from retrieving the situation by 
forming an emergency action drill. 
In an article published by 
the Naval Historical Society of 
Australia’s Naval Historical Review 
in 1981, it was claimed another 
soldier reported a certain admiral 
was “in high glee at scoring over 
the pongos” - a slang term that the 
Royal Navy used for the Army.

While the story is likely to be a 
myth, as three gun carriages used 
in various parts of the funeral were 
for some time held at the Tower of 
London, Edinburgh Castle and the 
Royal Hospital in Dublin, it hints at 
deeper inter-service rivalries. 

The sailors traditionally carry 
out their task at royal funerals 
without overcoats as a sign of 
their toughness, with one report 
in 1936 saying that while they were

Clobbered by energy bills and a 
likely recession, the last thing small 
business owners need was to close 
another day. 

But following the Queen’s death, 
the dilemma between trying to 
survive in a difficult business 
environment and honouring a much 
respected monarch began. 

“Although we will be shut on 
Monday [for the state funeral], the 
financial impact from the closure, 
especially after the pandemic, 
is a bitter pill to swallow,” said 
Andy Walker, managing director 
at the Lancashire-based firm 
Walker Engineering. 

Sean Keyes, the managing 
director of Liverpool-based civil 
engineering firm Sutcliffe, faced 
similar dilemmas. 

“Many businesses will be losing 


tens of thousands of pounds as 
they feel too much pressure not to 
stay open.” 

For some businesses in Northern 
Ireland staying open comes with 
greater consequences. 

While the Government declared 
it a bank holiday, some businesses 
in the nationalist and republican 
community are not expected to 
follow the royal funeral closely.

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Two officers 
stabbed in

Two “immensely brave” police of- 
ficers were stabbed by a “frenzied 
individual” in central London yes- 
terday, with one officer suffering 
potentially life-changing injuries. 

Ayoung female police officer suf- 
fered major blood loss after being 
stabbed in the arm near Leicester 
Square (below), while a male of- 
ficer was stabbed three times in 
the neck and once in the chest, the 
Metropolitan Police said. 

Both were being treated in hos- 
pital and in a stable condition. 

A man in his 20s was arrested 
and then taken to hospital for treat- 
ment before being held in custody. 

“We remain concerned that 
the injuries to the young woman 
officer’s arm may still be quite 
serious and may potentially be 
life-changing but that’s yet to be 
worked through,” said the Metro- 
politan Police Commissioner, Sir 
Mark Rowley.

Train drivers’ 
strike to disrupt 
Tory conference

Train drivers at 12 rail companies 
are to strike on 1 and 5 October in 
a long-running dispute about pay. 

The walkout will affect travel to 
and from the Conservative Party 
conference in Birmingham. 

Aslef, the union representing 
train drivers, will not be making 
a public statement on the strikes 
until after the Queen’s funeral. 

The managing director of LNER, 
David Horne, said that the train 
company has suspended ticket 
sales for the dates of the strikes as 
it reviews its plans. 

The move comes after strikes 
that were initially planned for 15 
and 17 September were cancelled 
following the death of the Queen. 

Royal Mail workers also can- 
celled the second day of a 48-hour 
walkout following the announce- 
ment of the Queen’s death. 

Other industries, including bar- 
risters and dock workers, have 
staged strikes, while doctors, 
teachers and civil servants have 
also threatened action.

By Jane Merrick, 
Arj Singh, Hugo Gye anc Richard Vaughan 


hile Buckingham

for the Queen’s funeral, a separate 
diplomatic headache has been 
emerging: how to make sure the 
first meeting between Joe Biden 
and Liz Truss is a success. 

Ms Truss will meet the US 
President for face-to-face talks for 
the first time as Prime Minister 
this weekend, ahead of Mr Biden’s 
attendance at the state funeral 
on Monday. While it is not an 
official bilateral meeting, and the 
sensitivities around the funeral 
mean that no real “business” can 
be done, it is being seen by both 
sides as an opportunity to refresh 
relations between the UK and US 
after the tricky Boris Johnson era. 

Striking up new relationships 
with world leaders was always 
going to be one of Ms Truss’ early 
challenges, alongside getting on 
top of the cost of living crisis and 
the Tory party disunity that Mr 
Johnson left in his wake. 

But to put it bluntly, the Queen’s 
death has made the Prime 
Minister’s first weeks in her job 
even tougher. 

There remain unanswered 
questions over her energy package, 
unveiled hours before the monarch’s 
death was announced. And all the 
mourning period has done is hold 
Ms Truss’ new government in 
continued suspended animation. 

Ifthe perception of a “zombie 
government” grew during the Tory 
leadership contest, delays caused by 
the Queen’s death only perpetuate 
the sense that nothing is being done 
-to the alarm of voters. 

With President Biden, who will 
visit No 10 for talks tomorrow, “the 
main effort will go into building a 
rapport,” a minister told i. 

Ms Truss needs to do more than 
just “small talk”, but to assuage 
the President’s concerns over 
the Northern Ireland Protocol, 
which she is intent on reforming, 
diplomatic sources say. 

Domestic pressures have also 
grown. Despite the official national 
mourning period, Whitehall is 
abuzz with talk of the sacking of 


long-standing Treasury permanent 
secretary Sir Tom Scholar by new 
Chancellor, Kwasi Kwarteng. 

Former head of the Diplomatic 
Service, Sir Simon McDonald, 
tweeted: “Cabinet ministers 
sacking permanent secretaries 
on their Ist day in office is unwise 
& unconstitutional but the 
government has discovered it can 
do what it wants with the civil 
service, which has no power to 
resist... Parliament needs to act.” 

Yet this alarm from ex-Whitehall 
mandarins is only fuelling the 
delight among allies of the Prime 
Minister, who made clear during 
the Conservative leadership contest 
that she wanted to disrupt Civil 
Service orthodoxy. 

“The more they complain the 
more it plays to her argument that 
the status quo needs to change,” an 
MP said. 

Despite having run for the 
Tory leadership as the candidate 
who was loyal to Mr Johnson, Ms 
Truss is planning to rip up much 
of his legislative agenda because 
she believes he was too cautious - 
particularly in taking advantage of 
the benefits of Brexit - ihas learned. 

“This is a very different 
Government,” an ally said. Both 
the Prime Minister and Chancellor 
are pushing officials to draw 
up the most radical economic 
plans possible, with wide- 
ranging deregulation and plans

Usually a time for backslapping and 
bacchanalia ahead of the often tough 
political winter ahead, party confer- 
ences this year will take on a more 
sombre tone following the death of 
the Queen. 

The Liberal Democrats have al- 
ready been forced to cancel their 
conference this weekend as it would 
have clashed with the funeral. 

But Labour and the Conservatives 
plan to go ahead over successive 
weekends from next week with their 
events, which are arguably even 
more important this year as money- 
spinners for the parties to add to the 
campaign war chests, with an elec- 
tion less than two years away. 

understands that neither of the 
main parties will be issuing edicts 
to delegates, with event organisers 
at Tory conference given freedom 
to run their individual events. Busi- 
nesses were told by Tory high com- 
mand this week the conference was 
going ahead as planned. 

But both Liz Truss and Sir Keir 
Starmer are expected to mention 
the Queen’s death and the ascension 
of King Charles III and both their 


parties are planning events to com- 
memorate the late monarch. 

i understands the Tories are cur- 
rently reviewing the party’s plans 
for conference, but time will be set 
aside for a moment’s silence and the 
national anthem at the least. 

Labour, which has two days of 
its conference fall in the seven-day 
mourning period for the Queen, is 
planning to set aside time for mem- 
bers to pay tribute to the late mon- 
arch and new King. 

The party will also allow republi- 
cans and anti-monarchists to speak 
if it is relevant to the agenda. 

Despite both parties refusing to 
order either delegates or event or- 
ganisers to tone things down, Cabi- 
net and Shadow Cabinet ministers 
will be keen to avoid the emergence 
of embarrassing photos of them “liv- 
ing it up” so soon after the period of 
national mourning. 

Although it is unclear if Ms Truss 
will follow David Cameron’s ap- 
proach of ordering ministers not to 
drink champagne, one Whitehall 
source suggested most frontbench- 
ers are aware of the potentially 
bad optics, noting it is “never great 
for ministers to be pictured with 
champers at conference”.

hen the 
words “David 
Attenborough” 
started trending 
on Twitter last 
weekend, some feared the worst. 
Just days after the death of the 
Queen, there were concerns for the 
health of our greatest broadcaster 
—who was born just two weeks after 
the late monarch. 

In fact, the surge in online 
interest in the 96-year-old BBC 
legend stemmed from widespread 
praise for his latest TV programme, 
Frozen Planet II, as it aired on 
Sunday night. 

As the country grappled with 
grief, the stunningly shot wildlife 
documentary, accompanied by 
Attenborough’s trademark whisper 
(he wanted us “to witness new 
wonders, while there is still time to 
save them”) felt like a much-needed 
balm to the national psyche. 

The soothing, reassuring 
presence of Attenborough was 
again on display on Wednesday, 
when he briefly accompanied Huw 
Edwards to mark the procession of 
the Queen’s coffin to Westminster 
Hall, visibly moved by the occasion. 

The environmentalist is himself 
referred to as a “national treasure”. 
When asked what that label meant 
to him, he once replied: “Nothing, 
except that people are favourably 
disposed towards you. You’re not 
being elected, you haven’t got the 
power to become prime minister.” 

That modesty, plus a dry, self- 
deprecating wit and an appreciation 
of the power of a non-elected figure 
of public life, are attributes that 
Attenborough shared with his 
fellow nonagenarian. 

Like her, he used his unique 
status to help convene world 
leaders. His presence at the COP26 
climate talks in Glasgow last 
year, marked by a compellingly 
passionate speech, proved just how 
much global influence he has on the 
most pressing public policy issue of 
our lifetime. 

For many, Attenborough also 
represents the very best of the BBC. 
His appearance alongside Edwards 
was one of many highlights of 
its superb coverage of the death 
of the Queen. Edwards handled 
the announcement with a quiet 
authority, mixing solemnity and 
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The BBC has balanced 
reflecting mourning 
while recognising not 
allare monarchists 
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empathy as he fought back tears. 
Broadcasters Mishal Husain, Clive 
Myrie, Sophie Raworth and others 
have also got the tone just right. 

The fact that there were just 
over 600 complaints about the 
BBC’s blanket coverage (compared 
to 100,000 who objected to its 
coverage of the Duke of Edinburgh’s 
death), plus huge viewing figures 
(16 million at the peak), felt like 
confirmation that it had risen to 
the moment. Its 24-hour BBC 
Parliament live feed of the lying-in- 
state has let millions share in the 
quiet reflection. 

In the past week, it has 
negotiated the tricky balance of 
reflecting the overwhelming mood 
of a mourning nation, while 
recognising a significant 
minority of the population 
are not monarchists. Its 
news outlets covered 
the police shooting of 
Chris Kaba and led 
its bulletins on mass 
graves in Ukraine. 

It’s important to 
emphasise that the BBC 
is not a “state broadcaster”, 
it’s an independent, public service 
broadcaster. But the fact that it is 
funded by a compulsory, statutory 
licence fee means it knows it is 
under a special obligation to ensure 
impartiality as much as excellence. 

That precious status has been 
under huge pressure in recent 
years. Personally, I’ve always felt 
that the BBC’s news and politics 
teams have on the whole been 
impeccably fair to all parties. It’s 
hard to see how an organisation can 
be simultaneously “in the pocket 
of the Tories” and “run by a left, 
liberal elite”. 

Progressive voices who have for 
years harangued the Corporation 
ought to be careful what they wish 
for. The BBC is facing the biggest 
threat to its future from the current 
Conservative government. The 
new Culture Secretary, Michelle 
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While the Queen’s death dominated news coverage, the BBC also covered 


Donelan, said in 2019: “I think the 
licence fee is an unfair tax and 
should be scrapped altogether.” 

It’s to be hoped that once 
Donelan (inset) sees the BBC up 
close she realises just how lazy 
are the comparisons between 
it and streaming services like 
Netflix. For little more than the 
same price as Netflix, the BBC 
provides much more content, 
from those extraordinary 
Attenborough programmes to a 
globally admired news network 
(its Ukraine coverage even won 
praise from Boris Johnson), new 
drama, comedy, sport, a superb 
range of radio channels and music 
events as diverse as the Proms 
and Glastonbury. 

There are glimmers of 
hope that the Government 
realises its own “culture 
wars” are a distraction 
from the serious 
business of a looming 
recession, a cost of 
living crisis and conflict 
on the edge of Europe. It 
appears to be backing off 
plans to privatise Channel 4. 

When Donelan comes to review 
the BBC, she ought to note that it is 
governed by a Royal Charter. And 
in many ways, the BBC is like our 
constitutional monarchy in that 
it has a unique role in our public 
life, something that would never 
be created from scratch in the 
modern world yet has changed with 
the times. 

It’s not perfect, and has a special 
duty to reform, to better reflect the 
whole country and to spend every 
penny wisely. But ripping up the 
licence fee could be one of the worst 
acts of cultural vandalism by any 
government. As Joni Mitchell once 
sang, “You don’t know what you got, 
till it’s gone”. If you don’t believe me, 
just ask Sir David Attenborough.

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Queue approaches 
world record 


The queue for the Queen’s lying- 
in-state last night was nearing a 
record set by the mourners who 
lined up in the streets of Moscow 
to pay tribute to an overlooked 
Soviet singer-songwriter.

Vladimir Vysotsky (above), 
who died in July 1980, is noted 
in the Guinness Book of Records 
for people queueing six miles to 
visit his grave on the day of his 
impromptu memorial.

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Why women 
make the best 
monarchs 


en have long dreamed 

of their queens. In 

1597, an astrologer 

named Simon 

Forman dreamed of 
taking an open-air walk with the 
first Queen Elizabeth. She appeared 
to him “as a little elderly lady ina 
coarse white petticoat”, her clothes 
dishevelled. The white of her skirt 
became muddy as they walked 
across dirty ground. 

None of this stopped Forman, as 
he reported the dream in his diary, 
offering to impregnate the Virgin 
Queen. She leaned in. He leaned in. 
Forman was on the point of kissing 
his 64-year-old monarch when, 
perhaps inevitably, he woke up. 

When it came to Elizabeth II, 
subjects’ dreams have tended to 
be rather different. Brian Masters 
published an influential book in 1972 
with the dusty title Dreams About 
HM. the Queen and other Members of 
the Royal Family. Ever since, writers 
on monarchy have been fond of 
repeating his chief factoid: that no 
person appeared more often in the 
dreams of British subjects than 
the late Queen herself. How did 
Elizabeth Windsor show up in our 
dreams? More often than not, she 
was in search of a cup of tea. 

Food and etiquette surface 
again and again in dreams about 
the Windsors. A therapist of my 
acquaintance reports several 
patients dreaming of the new 
Princess of Wales feeding them 
baby food. In other popular dreams, 
the late Queen offers the dreamer a 
cup of tea, rather than requesting it. 

In Tudor England, as in the 21st 
century, ordinary people wrote 
to political figures to tell of their 
dreams about the Queen, often 
convinced they were transmitting 
an important prophetic warning. 
The Queen’s chief minister, William 
Cecil, kept such letters in a special 
file - an archive some scholars 
believe he maintained purely for 
its comic value. Dreams expose 
our fears and weaknesses, and so 
the dreams of the powerless are 
amusement for the powerful. 

As the British monarchy has 
gradually lost its hard power, 
however, our dreams of its queens 
have softened and evolved with 
them. Dreams about Elizabeth 
Tudor hint at sex, war and religious 
bloodshed. Dreams about Queen 
Victoria and Elizabeth Windsor tell 
of tea, cake and

trips to Woolworths. In the 21st 
century, we fixate on our monarchs 
every bit as much as our forbears 
did. But the psychodrama of our 
relationship to them is conditional, 
contextual and changeable. We fear 
and lust for them less, even as we 
consume and claim them just as 
greedily for our own. 

Essential to the late Queen’s 
success was that she adapted, as 
Victoria did before her, to a passive 
model of monarchy. For a British 
population still raised on traditional 
gender stereotypes, constitutional 
monarchy was well-manifested by 
a woman who was seen, first and 
foremost, as a mother. 

No surprise that even in our 
dreams, she offered us nourishment 
and checked our manners. No 
surprise, too, that a sketch in which 
she took tea with Paddington Bear

resonated in our collective psyche. 
Elizabeth Windsor deferred 

at home to her husband, just as 

she deferred in politics to her 

government. In her youth, Philip 


ruled her family; Churchill ruled her 


state; Elizabeth, more nebulously, 
simply “reigned”. 


By contrast, Elizabeth Tudor was 


her government. This triggered a 
meltdown in legal writing in her 
reign, as conventional masculine 
metaphors for the renaissance 
ruler broke under the strain of 
encompassing a female body at 
their centre. 

Elizabeth was described as the 
husband of her kingdom, but also 
as its wife. Often Elizabeth made 
this ambiguity work for her, but 
the anxieties around it left their 
mark on the tortured dreams of her 
subjects. 

Many writers of the time were 
happiest when claiming this 
notoriously childless woman as yet 
another “Mother of the Nation”. 

Elizabeth Tudor is buried in 
Westminster Abbey, close to where 
her namesake’s funeral will be 
held on Monday. Instead of the 
inscription she once requested, 
which would have declared 
she “lived and died a virgin”, 
she is hailed as “Mother of her 
country, a nursing-mother to 
religion and all liberal sciences”. 
Mothers and nurses leave less 
complicated memories. 

In 2022, we are still here, 
dreaming of mothers and of 
nourishment from our queens. It 
should be a source of frustration, 
not traditionalist contentment, that 
our gendered stereotypes run so 
deep. To many of us, the mythology 
of Elizabeth Windsor exposes the 
meeting of two cultural absurdities: 
a world which still rewards women 
for silence; and a world which still 
invests mystique and power in 
hereditary accident. 

The alliance between the 
Windsor monarchy and modern 
patriarchy was predicated on 
the Queen’s silence. The writer 
Hilary Mantel called this out in 
a 2013 London Review of Books 
lecture and was pilloried for it. 
Tabloid accounts remember only 
a line in which Mantel referred 
to the commodification of Kate 
Middleton’s “perfect plastic smile”. 
Tn fact, her focus was our own 
complicity - as a media, andasa 
society - in the transmutation of 


royal women from living people into 
silent dolls. 

When we complain that royal 
woman are most celebrated when 
they are silent, feminists speak with 
empathy for them, not mockery. 

Meghan Markle, notoriously, feels 
differently about strategic silence. 
It is clear that plenty of the divisions 
between the Sussexes and the 
Royal Family lie in the personalities 
of those concerned: Harry’s own 
traumas are a matter of public 
record. But the challenge posed to 
the new King by his daughter-in- 
law’s rebellion was more inevitable 
than some royalists pretend, 
whoever Harry brought home. 

Prince William met his wife in 
2001, three years before Facebook 
had been founded. Instagram and 
Twitter were far in the future; 
even MySpace would not exist for 
another two years. The rules of the 
royal game require that royals leave 
no whisper of a political opinion on 
the public record. 

In the digital age, however, 
everyone has an opinion on 
everything. By meeting her prince 
just before she could have launched 
an unguarded Facebook account, 
the new Princess of Wales entered 
the fold just in time.

Not every royal bride in the 
future may be a Meghan Markle, 
but if they have Instagram, they will 
have had an opinion. 

Men, of course, carry no 
traditional expectation to be 
silent. Constitutional monarchs, 
however, do. Charles II, as he now 
is, has made his voice heard in 
every way possible during his long 
royal apprenticeship. 

In public, there are books and 
speeches. In private, there are the 
“black-spider memos”. In 2012, 
the attorney general Dominic 
Grieve was forced to argue for the 
Government against permitting 
The Guardian to publish letters 
Charles had written in private to 
government ministers. As Grieve 
wrote then, political neutrality for 
the monarchy is “a cornerstone of 


the UK’s constitutional framework”. 


Supposedly, Charles’s letters 
contained disagreements with 
government policy so clear that for 
the public to know of them “would 
undermine his ability to rule” in 
the future. 

Charles’s “friends” have always 
promised that with his shift from 
Clarence House to Buckingham 
Palace would come a shift from 
activist prince to silent monarch. 
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Human beings, however, do not 
shed their opinions overnight. They 
do not learn silence at the age of 73. 

Asamale monarch, it will also 
be harder for Charles to find a role 
that marries silence with public 
expectations of masculinity. It is not 
impossible. One eloquent form of 
silence, which works successfully 
for constitutional monarchies, 
around the world is active 
philanthropy. Royals are good at 
putting their money where their 
mouth would otherwise have been. 

Charles has a long record of 
charity as political statement - 
his patronages, like those of his 
heir William, will do much of his 
speaking for him. But he cannot 
follow his mother in being a mother 
to the nation. It is not possible to 
imagine King Charles III taking tea 
with Paddington Bear.

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fantasies of the new monarch. 
As the journalist Catherine 
Mayer writes in a new update 
to her essential biography, 

he has often been typecast as 
“coldly passionless, intensely 
self-involved”. 

This, she notes, is unfair: 
“Charles brims with emotion.” The 
links between his failures to manage 
those emotions, and the harsh 
repressive climate of his upbringing 
are well-trodden ground. But 
although times are changing, royal 
men still have no established model 
of how to show emotion in public. 
Hence one factor in the Harry 
crisis. Charles, raised in emotional 
repression yet trapped in political 
impotence, lacks any previous role 
model to be either a traditional or a 
modern man on the throne. George 
VI, his grandfather and most recent 
predecessor, had the advantage of a 
war to fight. 

Old gender norms have trapped 
Charles II as they trapped 
Elizabeth II, an archaic prison 
as hereditary monarchy. As long 
as royals are around, however, 
mothers will do constitutional 
monarchy best. Especially 
when they serve cups of tea in 
our dreams. 
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How broadcasters 
are preparing to 
voice the funeral 


sky News anchor prepares for event 
full of emotions.

nna Botting thinks that 
the Queen’s funeral “will 
be the most historical 
thing you can ever get 
near as ajournalist”. On 
Monday, Botting will be anchoring 
Sky News's coverage where, for 
one day, Westminster Abbey will 
become “the centre of the globe” 
as world leaders from President 
Joe Biden and Emperor Naruhito 
of Japan to New Zealand’s Prime 
Minister Jacinda Ardern and India’s 
President Droupadi Murmu bid 
farewell to the Queen. 

“Even now, in her death, the 
Queen is such a unifying figure. I 
think, ‘Good for her,” says Botting, 
who will be on air from 9am to 5pm 
on Monday and back again for the 
News at Ten live from Buckingham 
Palace. Dermot Murnaghan will 
be in Windsor, reporting on the 
Committal Service at St George’s 
Chapel at 4pm, where there will be 
further processions. 

“The scale will be unbelievable. 

It will be an absolute spectacle that 
we've never seen before,” she adds, 
referring to the number of soldiers 
and guards taking part from all over 
the Commonwealth. 

She will need every spare minute 
over the weekend to swot up on 
facts about the proceedings and 
attendees, begging me not to quiz 
her about any arcane details about 
global dignitaries or priceless jewels 
just yet. “I’m going to be working 
24/7 until then. There is so much to 
get through.” 

Not that Botting is planning to 
talk all the time. “It’s not that silence 
is golden, it’s that we need to let 
people hear what is going on. All 
the way through this, we’ve tried to 
allow the pictures to speak. In King 
Charles’s first walkabout outside 
Buckingham Palace, we didn’t 
speak over it. You can hear people 
grabbing his hand and saying. ‘I’m 
so sorry about your mother’, or 
You'll be great. If we’d talked all 
over it, we wouldn't collectively 
have experienced that.” 

She adds: “You will have a lot of

moments on Sky News coverage 
where there will be no chat from 
any of the presenters. You will just 
hear what we are hearing.” 

For anything she does say, the 
tone will be crucial. She can’t sound 
too excitable. Does she picture 
anyone in particular, at home 
listening? “I don’t specifically but 
Ido feel that having empathy and 
sympathy is very important. Some 
people at home will have their own 
recollections, they lived their whole 
life with the Queen, they might be 
in tears watching it and you need to 
remember how people are feeling 
and reflect that.” 

Botting, who joined Sky News in 
1995, was at home on 8 September 
when a colleague from work rang 
and told her to go to Balmoral 
because the Queen was unwell. “I 
had a mad pack of some sombre 
and black clothes to take with me 
because we didn’t know what was 
going to happen.” It was while 
sitting on a plane on the runway at 
Luton Airport that she heard the 
news. I watch her sink back in her 
chair, shake her head, and fail to find 
the words to recall the enormity. 

Since then, Botting hasn’t 
stopped, getting to her 
accommodation near Balmoral 
around midnight, only to start 
work before grabbing 20 minutes’ 
sleep and going on air at 5am. “The 
weather was atrocious and the 
roads were flooded. All of us stood 
outside Balmoral with our brollies 
and then people started coming in 
and putting flowers down.” From 
there Botting went to Edinburgh, 
where the Queen lay at rest in St 
Giles’ Cathedral for 24 hours, and 
then to Buckingham Palace. “I feel 
like I’m doing her route with her.” 

Botting also covered the 
aftermath of Princess Diana’s death 
in 1997 - she was the first journalist 
to reach Kensington Palace after 
the news broke - but says the two 
events are totally different. “With 
Diana, it was a totally nuts occasion. 
[Yet with the Queen] it was like 
there was a stillness about the 
reaction. We will have to wait until 
Monday to see if we get the same 
sense of stillness from the crowd.” 

Botting adds: “There is a slight 
sense of collective mourning. People 
might be remembering the Queen 
or somebody they’ve lost. It’s been 
like Remembrance Day for 10 days 
for people now. 

“We’ve got through Covid and 
now we're having this outpouring 
for her... You do wonder if we are 
losing her at a really important 
time for the nation as we go through 
the winter. That constancy and 
steadfastness. We could do with 
her now.”

Growing number of people under 24 find royals remote 
and favour elected head of state. By Kia-Elise Green 


n the days following the death 

of Queen Elizabeth II, and the 

ascension to the throne of King 

Charles III, 23-year-old Pablo 

John from London joined the 
group Labour for a Republic. This 
is a pressure group of members and 
supporters of the Labour Party who 
campaign for the political party to 
adopt a policy for the abolition of 
the monarchy. 

John (inset), who works in the 
renewable energy field, says he 
believes Britain’s head of state 
should be elected, rather than 
selected by succession. John 
says since the Queen’s death 
on 8 September he has been 
discussing the monarchy with his 
friends. They joked about electing 
broadcaster David Attenborough or 
Cambridge classicist Mary Beard to 
the position. 

“The Queen is so popular 
and Charles is less popular. It 
seems a good time to have that 
conversation,” he says. “We’ve seen 
former Commonwealth countries 
going towards becoming republics. 
Many people in my generation 
want to see an elected head of 
state,” he says, describing the move 
as “inevitable”. 

The Queen’s death has followed 
several years of upsets for the Firm; 
the death of Prince Philip; the Duke 
and Duchess of Sussex moving to 
the US; the continued fallout from 
Prince Andrew’s friendship 
with the convicted sex 
offender Jeffrey Epstein; 
and of course the huge 
popularity of Netflix’s 
The Crown with its 
sometimes unflattering 
portrayals of the royals. 

The cumulative 
ripples of these events 
have been particularly felt 
in the younger demographic. 
A YouGov poll taken in May 2021, 
found a greater number of 18- to 
24-year-olds now want an elected 
head of state than a monarchy 
(41 per cent compared with 31 
per cent). In the same survey two 
years previously in 2019, 46 per 
cent were in favour a monarchy 
and 26 per cent preferred an 
elected alternative. 

Opinion has shifted in the same

direction in older demographics, 
but not to the such a great degree. 
Clearly this presents a problem for 
an institution looking for longevity. 

Royal historian and author of 
England’s Queen Elizabeth Norton 
believes that the lack of relatability 
with the Royal Family is partly to 
blame. “They tend to go to private 
schools when the majority of people 
in the UK go to state schools, 
they’re just not necessarily 
your average 18-year-old 
on the street and on 

the face of it there isn’t 
really anything [for 
people] to relate to,” 
she says. 

In recent years 
the Firm has made

New Zealand Mixed views on recognising monarchy 


The death of Queen Elizabeth II has 
reignited debate in New Zealand 
about whether it should continue 
recognising Britain’s monarch as its 
symbolic head of state. 

While indigenous people in many 
of the 14 nations outside of Britain 
which recognise the monarchy want 
to ditch it because they seeitasa 
symbol of colonial repression, views 
are more mixed among indigenous 
New Zealanders.

Listening to soothing music by art- 
ists such as Ed Sheeran can help 
people cut down on snacking when 
sad or stressed, a study suggests. 

Putting on a playlist of music 
that you find comforting when your 
emotions are leading you towards a 
packet of crisps, a chocolate bar or 
other short-term food fix could help 
reduce your intake of junk food. 

It may even give you enough 
emotional nourishment to forgo 
a snack altogether by stimulating 
some of the same chemicals in the 
brain, according to researchers 
from De Montfort and Lincoln uni- 


versities. The most suitable music 
to help curb comfort eating - as op- 
posed to genuine hunger - will vary 
from person to person. 

But Ed Sheeran, Coldplay, David 
Bowie, Queen, Lana Del Rey, Nicki 
Minaj and Ariana Grande were 
popular choices with partici- 
pants for a study published in the 
journal Appetite.

Dean McCullough on conquering his 
lockdown drinking problem, and replacing 
scott Mills.

ean McCullough, BBC 

Radio 1’s new afternoon 

star, admits that alcohol 

left him in a “really dark 

place” months before he 
got his break at the station. 

The 29-year-old was downing 
bottles of wine and spirits at home 
alone as he struggled to manage 
his mental health during the Covid 
pandemic lockdowns. 

This month, the DJ from 
Newtownabbey, Northern Ireland, 
took over Radio l’s coveted 
afternoon slot - held by Scott Mills 
for 18 years - alongside co-host 
Vicky Hawkesworth. 

Today he is proudly and happily 
teetotal. But those “dark” days 
remain a recent memory. 

“Tt wasn’t until it got really bad 
that I realised,” he tells i. “What 
was a glass of wine of an evening 
after work turned into a bottle 
which turned into two bottles 
and then, some weekends, I was 
drinking a bottle of vodka too. 

“Tt wasn’t until I was going 
to work on a Monday and I was 
looking at the bins and I was like, 

‘T didn’t drink all that?’ 

“But I had, because there was 
no one else in the house. It was 
the pandemic, and I just got 
myself into a bad way and I 
was thinking some really, 
really dark thoughts to 
myself. Anybody who’s 
struggled with mental 
health will know what 
it’s like.” 

The Manchester- 
based presenter 
decided two years ago 
this month that he 
would quit alcohol. 

“T didn’t plan 
it. I didn’t think: 
‘This is my 
last drink. 
This is my 
last party. 
lliterally 
woke up on 
the first of 
September 
and I 
turned to 
my mate 


and said: “This is it, like I’m gonna 
stop drinking for a month. Just to 
see what happens.’ There was no 
real pivotal moment. It wasn’t a 
really horrendous hangover. I didn’t 
go through a break-up. 

“T just saw the path in front of me 
and it wasn’t nice. It was really dark 
and it was very destructive and I 
thought, if I want to get to Radio 1, 
which was always my dream, I need 
to make some changes.” 

Four weeks after the drastic 
change, an advert appeared for 
little-known DJs to take over 
the BBC Radio 1 schedule over 
Christmas - an opportunity that 
has just reopened for this year. 

McCullough is now often seen on 
social media travelling the world - 
with work in party hot spots such 
as New York and Ibiza - as wellasa 
busy schedule of DJ gigs in the UK, 
awards and nights out with friends. 
But he still sticks to being teetotal 
and wants to show young listeners 
that life doesn’t need to be dull 
without booze. 

“Tt has been two years,” he 
says. “And it has been two of the 
best years of my life. My life has 
never been better, and the fact we 
have this new show is stressful 
enough anyway, without me having 
a hangover. 

“T feel like it’s really exciting, 
because no one at Radio 1 
knows me anything other 
than sober and that means 

a lot, because they’re 
seeing this version of me

Covid cases drop to 
lowest level for a year

Covid infections in the UK have 
dropped to their lowest level for near- 
ly ayear, although hospital admissions 
are rising in some regions. 

However, the trend in some 
areas is still uncertain, with 
increased numbers in 
Scotland, according to 
the Office for National 
Statistics (ONS). 

The figures show 
that 881,200 people in 
private households are 
estimated to have had 
coronavirus in the week 
to 5 September, down 7 per 
cent on the previous week. It is 
the lowest UK-wide total since the 
week to 25 September last year. 

The overall number of infections 
has been on a downwards path since 
early July, when the total hit 3.8 million 
at the peak of the wave caused by the 
Omicron BA.4 and BA.5 sub-variants. 

There are contrasting trends 
among UK nations and regions. In 
England, the percentage of people 
testing positive for Covid-19 in the 
week to 5 September was 705,800, or 


around one in 75 — down from 770,800 
in the seven days to 28 August. 

But in Scotland, 113,500 people 
were likely to have tested positive in 
the latest week, or one in 45 - up from 
104,400. Trends in both Wales and 
Northern Ireland were described by 

the ONS as “uncertain”. 

The Covid booster pro- 
gramme is under way for 
all over-50s and clinically 
vulnerable groups but 
experts have called for 
it be open to everyone 
to help ease pressure on 
the NHS ahead of an ex- 
pected winter wave along 

with a rise in flu cases. 
Professor Lawrence 
Young, a virologist at Warwick 
University, said: “While boosting the 
over-50s with these new Covid vac- 
cines will provide protection and help 
ease pressure on the NHS, so much 
depends on what happens with other 
respiratory virus infections over the 
winter and on whether we will be con- 

fronted with new variants. 

“If a new Covid variant leads to 
significant outbreaks, we will have to 
consider broadening the booster cam- 
paign to those under 50.”

College begins four-day weeks 
to save on rising energy costs

A college has become the first in the 
UK to introduce a four-day week be- 
cause of rising energy costs. 

South Essex College, which has 
campuses in Basildon, Southend and 
Thurrock, will close its classrooms 
on Fridays as it looks to make savings 
through autumn and winter. 

The college said students will con- 
tinue to receive the same number of 
hours of face-to-face education, but 
lessons will be condensed between 
Monday and Thursday. 

Pupils will be encouraged to use 


Fridays for “independent study”, 
while teachers will be able to catch up 
on marking and administration, the 
college said. 

A spokesperson for the college 
added: “It is true that cost pressures 
on utilities and other elements of run- 
ning the college have meant we have 
looked at ways to make savings that do 
not impact on students or staff. 

“Tt’s important to remember col- 
lege differs from school in that inde- 
pendent study time has always been 
incorporated into all timetables with 
supervised learning scheduled for 
three or four days a week.”

Mum rage has taught me to 
spot the signs of burnout 


o all mothers sometimes 

collapse under the 

weight of expectation 

and responsibility? As 

a psychotherapist, I’ve 

not met one person who 
hasn’t struggled with the expectation 
to exhibit love and gratitude while 
grappling with the challenges and 
emotions that come with being a mother 
- behind closed doors and open smiles. 

Once, utterly burnt out, I shut myself 
in aroom and let out a primal roar. 
Doubling over as if punched in the 
stomach, the air rushed out of me until 
the lioness sound became a guttural 
wail. I walked into the hallway, swiping 
my wet eyes and reassured the children 
that “mummy was just tired”. Once I'd 
bundled them into the double buggy, 
we went out into the rain. Hearing my 
hoarse voice, a neighbour asked if I 
was unwell. Too tired to hold up the 
expected facade, I replied: “Oh no, I 
screamed so hard I lost my voice.” 

I didn’t meet their eyes. The hot 
shame surging through my body 
didn’t need to be fuelled by a flicker 
of confusion. Because we often don’t 
say these things. We swallow difficult 
emotions and smile. 

During the pandemic years, I had 
three young children and a job to juggle. 
The pressure built up as I pushed 
through the warning signs of burnout, 
like overriding exhaustion and sadness. 

As the lockdowns lifted, I fell 
- literally on the floor in a shoulder- 
heaving, tearful heap, having managed 
to pack two water bottles in a bag in two 
hours. We were meant to be taking our 
first post-lockdown trip, to Wales. We 
didn’t go. 

Burnout made me feel like my skin

had been torn away. Everything hurt 
my senses. My brain refused to make 
choices. Sentences felt like mountains. 
Not being able to converse with my 
children or do much more than stare at 
the back of the sofa was a humbling and 
terrifying experience. 

When we push beyond the limits of 
our resources so consistently, our needs 
don’t disappear. Our unaddressed 
feelings don’t ebb away like the foamy 
edge of a wave ona shoreline. They 
become urgent and harder to contain. 
They make themselves known as an 
expletive-ridden tirade at a fellow 
driver, or a freezer drawer shoved so 
roughly against solid ice that plastic 
flicks off in shards. 

So many mums | work with report 
rage that shocks them. Rage that jars

with the caricature of the mother who 
is calm and kind and patient. Rage that 
spurts out like the flame of a blowtorch, 
lighting fires that find you sweeping up 
soot and tears for hours after. 

There are reasons we can’t always 
meet our needs and verbalise feelings. 
Scattered or scant support networks 
and financial pressure that has people 
working all hours. There are those who 
care for others who need so much that 
their own needs sit secondary. 

Sometimes we fear being too much 
for others or being the final burden that 
will push them to join us in the space of 
overwhelm, where we reside. 

But my life changed when I began 
to see meltdowns as a sign that I had 
ignored the metaphorical flashing icon 
on the car dashboard for too long.

I’ve started to notice burnout 
warning signs as an invitation to tend 
to myself in the way I tended to others. 
If I receive a phone call from a loved 
one and my response is irritation, the 
dashboard icon is flashing. As my son 
hurls his school shoes across the floor 
with a scream, the warning icon is 
flashing. As I roar bent double behind a 
closed door, the icon is flashing. 

Social media platitudes and T-shirt 
slogans might proclaim that we’re 
enough. But I let out a breath I didn’t 
even realise I was holding in when I told 
myself I was never going to be enough. 

This recognition isn’t failure, but a 
reverential respect of my humanity. I 
am never going to be fast enough, good 
enough or productive enough to reach 
the ever-increasing standards of the 
world, but I can at least adjust my own. 

What if we were to suspend 
judgement? What if we were to take 
a breath and look beyond the thrown 
shoes or the roaring behind the 
slammed door? What if we were to see a 
child at a school full of unfamiliar faces 
or amum meeting the needs of others 
with little time to meet her own? 

As we choose to see beyond these 
things, we start to see one another. 
That is powerful. It means less is lost 
in translation and more is spoken and 
shared. Without bumper-sticker clichés 
of “you’ve got this”, we can embrace the 
truth of our vulnerability and the limits 
of our resources. 

We can chip away at the shame 
that keeps us behind facades and 
on our solitary seats of the burnout 
roller coaster. We can come together, 
acknowledge our weakness and find 
strength when we see ourselves as 
flawed and limited humans.

very now and then I hear 
someone bemoaning the 
fact that “everyone has 
ADHD these days”. This is 
typically accompanied by 
an eye-roll and a dismissive 
insinuation that neurodiversity is just 
the latest TikTok trend - a bandwagon 
for young people looking to pathologise 
their cognitive quirks or justify their 
behaviour. But data does show a notable 
increase, especially in women. 

Attention deficit hyperactivity 
disorder is a neurodevelopmental 
condition which can affect your ability 
to concentrate, sustain attention and 
control impulsive behaviour. 

NHS statistics published last week 
show an 20 per cent increase in both 
the number of identified patients and 
the number of ADHD drugs being 
prescribed compared with the same 
quarter last year. 

This increase has coincided witha 
massive growth in awareness around 


ADHD in women and girls, who have 
historically been underdiagnosed with 
the condition. “In the past our focus 

has predominantly been much more on 
symptoms and signs that were ‘boy-like’, 
so we were looking for ‘boy-like’ 
symptoms and signs in girls, and weren't 
aware that actually females with ADHD 
often present a little bit differently,” 
explains Professor Amanda Kirby, chair 
of the ADHD Foundation. 

Girls may be quieter, less disruptive 
and more adept at masking their 
symptoms, she says. They’re 
more likely to be seen as doodlers, 
chatterboxes, daydreamers, or to be 
fidgety in more helpful ways. In older 
girls and young women, ADHD may 
also be mistaken for anxiety or other 
mental health conditions. 

What we're now seeing, Professor 
Kirby suggests, is women finally 
catching up. Annual NHS prescribing 
data, published in July, shows that the 
number of female patients being given 
medication for ADHD has more than 
doubled in recent years, from 25,000 in 
2015-16 to almost 58,000 in 2021-22. 

“Some of the women who are being 
diagnosed in adulthood may well have 
children being diagnosed, because it 
often runs in families - so then adults 
are saying, ‘oh, that’s a bit like me’,” 
Professor Kirby says. But she also 
credits growing awareness both about

ADHD in general and the ways in which 
it affects women and girls. 

While the internet has played an 
important role in this, learning about 
health issues on social media is a double- 
edged sword. Sites like TikTok have 
become a wealth of information, with 
young women sharing videos about 
their experiences of ADHD. But the 
challenge is for users to work out what is 
reliable and useful, and what is less so. 

In 2018, the National Institute for 
Health and Care Excellence updated 
its guidelines on the diagnosis and 
management of ADHD, advising 
doctors to “be aware that ADHD is 
thought to be under-recognised in girls 
and women,” which has no doubt helped 
to increase the number of GPs referring 
women for assessments. 

For many of the women I’ve heard 
from, realising they had ADHD wasa 
revelation, providing sudden clarity 
about things they had struggled with 
their entire lives. “I’ve constantly felt 
frustrated that I couldn’t do the things 
my peers were doing but now I have 
areason for that,” says 32-year-old 
Hannah, who was diagnosed aged 30. 

Meanwhile, 29-year-old Claire 
tells me: “My whole life people have 
suggested I might have ADHD, but I 
always brushed it off. It wasn’t until last 
year when a friend suggested it - which 
happened to coincide with there being a 


lot more resources online, particularly 
information being shared on Instagram 
and TikTok - that I realised it 

made sense.” 

Access to that information, Claire 
adds, made the biggest difference in 
terms of understanding herself and 
how her brain works. 

Diagnosis opens up options for 
treatment in the form of stimulant 
medication or cognitive behavioural 
therapy, as well as educational support. 
Although Claire decided medication 
wasn’t for her, for Hannah it has been 
“revelatory and made a profound 
difference” to her ability to get things 
done. She strongly believes it was 
gender stereotyping that prevented 
her from being diagnosed and 
treated sooner. 

As the Government's recently 
published Women’s Health Strategy 
shows, the health of women and girls has 
long been neglected and overlooked by a 
system that was built by and for men. 

There’s a lot of work to be done but, 
in everything from endometriosis and 
heart attack care to ADHD and autism, 
women are finally now beginning to play 
catch-up. Ifthat means more people 
getting the long overdue diagnoses 
and treatments they need, well, that’s a 
trend I can get on board with.

Lynne Truss in her 
wittily prescriptive 
Eats, Shoots and Leaves, adding, “and Ill 
just say this: never get between these 
people when drink has been taken.” 

Any defender of one of the most 
controversial punctuation marks in 
history would best avoid the House of 
Commons bar lest they meet Thérése 
Coffey, for the new Health Secretary has 
advised her staff to not only avoid jargon 
when communicating, but to desist from 
any use of the Oxford comma. 

Her memo has duly given fresh 
momentum to a debate that began in 
the 19th century and which has abated 
little since, famously inspiring possibly 
the only punctuation jam in history, 
from the indie rock band Vampire 
Weekend, which asks: “Who gives a 
f**k about an Oxford comma?”. 

For all that Coffey’s team has tried to 
mollify critics by describing the memo 
as showing “a bit of over-eagerness”, 
this is not a new beef on her part. She 
has form on social media for grumbling 
over this particular bit of punctuation. 
But how did an apparently innocuous 
piece of linguistic scaffolding make it on 
to anyone's list of pet hates at all? 

The Oxford comma, also known 
as the “serial comma” as though it 
belongs in an offenders’ institution, 
has been the preferred house style 
of Oxford Dictionaries for over a 
century. Credit for it, however, seems 
to belong to a contemporary of Charles 
Darwin, Herbert Spencer, the man 
also responsible for the phrase 
“the survival of the fittest”. 

Put simply, it is the comma that comes 
before “and” in a series of three or more 
items ina list. So “we ate steak, green 
beans, and chips” includes an Oxford 
comma, which in this case changes little 
and is purely a matter of taste. 

In other cases, though, the comma 
avoids costly ambiguity. Take “the 
curtains come in black and white, 
red and yellow and polka dot”. Does 
the polka dot come on its own or 
with the red and yellow? 
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Some consider this serial comma 
helpful and elegant in any list, regardless 
of whether it makes any difference. On 
the other side are those who consider 
it to be the fusspot member of the 
punctuation family, whose clutter 
and busyness is unwelcome in any 
text. Many of us have been told that a 
preposition should never bring up the 
rear of any sentence, and that acomma 
before the word “and” is simply wrong.

We are taught such “rules” irrespective 
of the fact that they were often 
arbitrarily decided by 18th-century 
purists, who thought Latin conventions 
the only ones worth following. 

In the middle of this bumpy road are 
those like the Guardian style guide, who 
take a more nuanced approach and 
advise its use when it helps to avoid 
confusion. And what confusion it can 
be: “We went to the park with our dogs, 
Grandma and Grandpa’ is right up 
there with one TV channel’s summary 
of the film A Few Best Men: “A would-be 
groom sees his wedding day turn into 
a fiasco when his terminally pubescent 
best friends, a drug dealer and a male 
sheep enter the picture.” 

Not that opponents are without their 
own laughs at the Oxford comma’s 
expense. “Sam, a semi-colon, and an 
Oxford comma walk into a bar. They 
both have a great time.” 

Never let it be said that punctuation 
is without jeopardy. Legal cases have 
depended on it. In 2018, three lorry 
drivers in Portland, Maine, rested their 


entire case regarding lost overtime pay 
on the omission in state legislature of an 
Oxford comma. The state’s law sets out 
that overtime is not payable to workers 
involved in “the canning, processing, 
preserving, freezing, drying, marketing, 
storing, packing for shipment or 
distribution”. The drivers successfully 
argued that as there was no comma 
after “shipment”, the implication was 
that “distribution” here still related 
to the packing, and therefore didn’t 
exclude them from overtime pay. They 
settled for compensation of $5m. 

In 2020, the inscription on the 
Brexit commemorative coin — “Peace, 
prosperity and friendship with all 
nations” - caused a foofaraw on account 
of its missing Oxford comma, prompting 
Philip Pullman (split infinitive sticklers 
look away now) to mischievously declare 
that the coin should be “boycotted by all 
literate people”. Surely, others agreed, 
the stylish swish of an Oxford comma 
would have allowed for a gentle breath 
before “prosperity”? 

Those who predict the imminent 
demise of English standards might 
take heart from the fact that many of 
us still fight the good fight over such 
matters, and that brouhahas like this are 
nothing new. Recent history has itself 
been punctuated by outcries over the 
overuse of exclamation marks (“Five?” 
once remarked Terry Pratchett, “A 
sure sign of someone who wears his 
underpants on his head”). Ben Jonson, 
arguably England’s greatest punctuator, 
who even inserted a colon (which he 
liked to call a “double prick”) between 
his first and last name, adored a semi- 
colon, but Kurt Vonnegut declaimed 
them as “transvestite hermaphrodites 
representing absolutely nothing. All 
they do is show you’ve been to college”.

“Signs of things to come were known 
long before. They were seen and 
reported on. But they do not fit into the 
format [of President Vladimir Putin’s 
‘special military operation’ ].” 

Another critic is more specific about 
the shortages that contributed to the 
latest Russian military debacle, writing 
that “there are NO thermal imagers, NO 
bulletproof vests, NO reconnaissance 
equipment, NO secure communications, 
NOT enough copters, NO first aid kits in 
the army”. 

Even a diatribe like this understates 
the crisis for Putin as he pays the price 
for a military campaign typified by a 
succession of avoidable blunders. 

The greatest failure took place within 
two or three days of Russian troops 
and armour invading Ukraine on 24 
February. It rapidly became clear that 
the Ukrainian government and army 
would resist and Russia did not have 
the strength to overcome them. Putin’s 
great gamble was already doomed and 
he was not going to reconquer Ukraine, 
aland which Russia had held for most 
of the previous 800 years. Without it, 
Russia remains a powerful European 
state, but nowhere near recovering its 
status as a superpower. 

The initial failure is irredeemable, 
but a succession of unforced errors 
made a bad situation far worse from the 
Russian point of view. Putin might have 
tried to recover by mobilising Russian 
manpower and resources, much as 
the Ukrainian government had done 
since the first days of the war. But he 
pretended instead that he was engaged 
in a limited conflict which was less 
than a war, and full conscription was 
therefore unnecessary. 

Asa result, the Russian military has 
far too few soldiers to fight a long war 
inacountry as large as Ukraine with 
a population of 44 million and allies 
prepared to supply it with weapons. 

Losses in trained manpower and 
equipment in the first abortive strike 
on Kyiv could not be replaced. Russian 
strategy was to engage in attritional 
warfare in Donbas, denuding the 
defences elsewhere. Michael Kofman, 

a Russian military specialist at the 
CNA security think-tank, estimates 
that the Russians have between 80,000 
and 100,000 combat troops available, 
ensuring that along much of the front 
line they are too few to form more than 
a cordon sanitaire. Once this is broken, 
there are no reserves to plug the gap.

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Tam suspicious of the argument 
that Putin dare not risk full-scale 
conscription because he fears a negative 
popular reaction. Maybe this is the 
case, but he is a dictator controlling 
information and able to crush all 
opponents. More likely, he suffers from 
the occupational disease of autocrats, 
which is to be only told news which fits 
their preconceptions. 

As aresult, there were few regular 
Russian units around Kharkiv. Defences 
were manned by semi-trained militia 
and national guards who abandoned 
their tanks and heavy weapons without 
fighting. According to Kofman, the 
Ukrainian strike force was on the small 
side - only four or five brigades - but it 
swiftly sliced through the thin front line. 

The attack was a surprise, despite 
signs that it was imminent, making it 
one more colossal failure by Russian 
military intelligence - unless they did 
inform the Kremlin and were ignored. 

The Ukrainian military has the great 
advantage of operating on interior lines. 
The Russian army is all around them 
on three sides, but Ukrainian forces are 


in the centre and can move from the 
Kherson front in the south to Kharkiv in 
the north-east in a day or two. It would 
take a week or more for Russian troops 
to do the same, as they would have to 
move in an enormous semicircle back 
into Russia before returning to Ukraine. 
Reporting from the Ukraine side 
has inevitably focused on its prowess 
and skill. Less emphasis is put on how 
far Ukraine has been aided by Putin’s 
disastrous strategy, which has not only 
been unsuccessful but bizarre and 
self-destructive. After the Kremlin’s 
first failures, it came to believe that it 
could win a prolonged war because of its 
strength of will and superior manpower. 
Had all Russian resources been 
thrown into the fight early on this 
might have been the case, as Putin’s 
pro-war critics now maintain. But they 
optimistically call for total war, wrongly 
supposing that the absorption of large 
numbers of untrained conscripts 
is easier than it is in practice. The 
Russian military simply does not have 
the experienced officers to train and 
command a newly raised mass army. 


These weaknesses are for the 
most part self-evident, so why did the 
Russian general staff and officer corps 
not predict them? Almost certainly 
they did, but Putin and his inner circle 
paid no attention to their reservations 
about the Ukraine plan. It does not take 
long in any organisation — particularly 
in an autocracy where dissent and 
nonconformity are punished - for word 
to spread that it is useless or dangerous 
to inform those in charge about what is 
really going on. 

I once asked the former Soviet 
charge in Baghdad, who knew the Iraqi 
leadership well, why none of them 
had told Saddam Hussein in 1990 that 
invading Kuwait was a disastrous 
idea. He replied that in the dictator’s 
innermost council “the only safe 
position is to be 10 per cent tougher than 
the boss”. So if Saddam Hussein asked 
his senior lieutenants, some of them 
intelligent men, if Iraqi troops should 
invade Kuwait, the safest course was to 
say: “Brilliant idea! And let’s go on and 
invade Saudi Arabia while we are at it.” 

A word of caution here. Hubris is not 
the monopoly of autocrats. Premature 
triumphalism exacts a price, as Western 
political leaders should have learned 
in the Iraqi and Afghan wars. The 
Ukrainian army had close to a walkover 
in Kharkiv, but the same was not true of 
its offensive directed against Kherson, 
where it suffered heavy casualties. 

As Ukrainian forces were winning 
victories around Kharkiv, John Hudson 
of The Washington Post was interviewing 
Ukrainian soldiers in a hospital, after 
they were wounded in fighting near 
Kherson. “The soldiers said they lacked 
the artillery needed to dislodge Russia’s 
entrenched forces and described a 
yawning technology gap with their 
adversaries,” Hudson writes. “We lost 
five people for every one they did,” said 
Thor, a 30-year-old platoon commander. 

Both Russia and Ukraine could be the 
losers in this war.

Yet conditions in the cities are 
less uplifting and concerns about 
collaborators threaten social 
cohesion. There is a popular 
perception of widespread treason, 
and Ukrainians with ties to Russia 
are afraid this could be used as 
evidence against them. 

Collaboration is a sensitive and 
serious issue in the newly liberated 
border regions, where the Russian 
language is widely spoken and there 
are close cultural ties. 

Denys Volokha, of the Kharkiv 
Human Rights Protection Group 
(KHRPG), says the dean of his 
university faculty was arrested in 
the first days of the invasion for 
supplying intelligence to Russian 
artillery units. 

Telegram groups set up in the 
wake of the successful counter- 
offensive published names and 
photos of suspected collaborators, 
with charges ranging from

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Cardi B pleads guilty to 
resolve club brawl case

The Grammy-winning American 
rapper Cardi B resolved a years- 
long criminal case stemming from a 
pair of brawls at New York City strip 
clubs by pleading guilty in a deal that 
requires her to perform 15 days of 
community service.

District Attorney Melinda Katz said 
in a statement. “In pleading guilty 
today, Ms Belcalis Almanzar and 
two co-defendants have accepted 
responsibility for their actions.

In 2019, Ms Almanzar rejected a 
plea deal that would have given her 
aconditional discharge. Prosecutors 
then presented the case to a grand 
jury and obtained an indictment that 
included the two felony charges.

Ms Teigen (inset) revealed 
in September 2020 that 
they had lost a son, Jack, 
at 20 weeks due to medi- 
cal complications. She 
described it at the time 
as a miscarriage. 

“Let’s just call it what 
it was: it was an abortion,” 
she said.

And to be hon- 
est, I never, ever put that together 
until, actually, a few months ago.” 

Ms Teigen has two children, Luna, 
six, and Miles, four, with Legend. She 
is currently pregnant.

A Palestinian farmer was planting an 
olive tree last spring when his shovel 
hit something hard. He called his 
son and, for the next three months, 
the pair slowly excavated an ornate 
Byzantine-era mosaic that experts 
say is one of the greatest archaeo- 
logical treasures ever found in Gaza. 

The discovery has set off excite- 
ment among archaeologists, but 
it is also drawing calls for better 
protection of Gaza’s antiquities, a 


fragile collection of sites threatened 
by a lack of awareness and re- 
sources as well as the constant risk 
of conflict between Israel and 
Palestinian militants. 

The mosaic was uncovered just 
half a mile from the Israeli border. 
The floor is well preserved and its 
colours are bright. 

“These are the most beautiful mo- 
saic floors discovered in Gaza, both 
in terms of the quality of the graphic 
representation and the complexity 
of the geometry,” said René Elter, 
an archaeologist from the French 


Biblical and Archaeological School 
of Jerusalem. 

Mr Elter says the mosaic pave- 
ment dates to between the 5th and 
the 7th centuries. But a proper exca- 
vation will determine when exactly 
and whether it was part ofa religious 
or secular complex. 

The Gaza Strip, a Palestinian 
coastal enclave between Israel and 
Egypt, was a bustling trade route 
between Egypt and the Levant in an- 
cient times. It is full of remains of an- 
cient civilisations, from the Bronze 
Age to the Islamic and Ottoman 


eras. However, the treasures are 
rarely protected. Some have been 
damaged or destroyed by develop- 
ment projects or fighting with Israel. 

An Israeli-Egyptian blockade 
imposed after the Hamas militant 
group took over Gaza in 2007 has 
ravaged the economy, leaving few 
resources for protecting antiquities. 

The owner of the land, who refused 
to be identified before an official an- 
nouncement, has covered the mo- 
saic floor with tin sheets. He hopes 
tobe compensated for protecting the 
unique discovery.

The wave of attempted book ban- 
ning and restrictions continues to in- 
tensify across the US, the American 
Library Association (ALA) has said. 

Numbers for 2022 already ap- 
proach last year’s totals, which were 
the highest in decades. 

“T’ve never seen anything like 
this,” said Deborah Caldwell-Stone, 
director of the ALA’s Office for In- 
tellectual Freedom. “It’s both the 
number of challenges and the kinds 
of challenges. 

“Tt used to be a parent had learned 
about a given book and had an issue 
with it. Now we see campaigns 
where organisations are compiling 
lists of books, without necessarily 
reading or even looking at them.” 

Conservative attacks against 
schools and libraries have prolifer- 
ated over the past two years, and 
librarians have been harassed and 
even driven out of their jobs. 

The ALA has documented 681 
challenges to books through the first 
eight months of this year, involving 
1,651 different titles. In all of 2021, the 
ALA listed 729 challenges, directed 
at 1,579 books. 

Because the ALA relies on media 
accounts and reports from libraries, 
the actual number of challenges is 
likely far higher.

Biden unveils 
floating wind 
turbine plans

The Biden administration has an- 
nounced plans to develop floating 
platforms in the deep ocean for wind 
towers that could power millions of 
homes and vastly expand offshore 
wind in the United States. 

The plan would target sites in the 
Pacific Ocean off the California and 
Oregon coasts, as well as in the At- 
lantic in the Gulf of Maine. 

President Joe Biden 
hopes to deploy up to 
15 gigawatts of elec- 
tricity through float- 
ing sites by 2035, 
enough to power 
five million homes. 

The administra- 
tion has previously 
set a goal of 830GW of 
offshore wind by 2030 
using traditional technology that 
secures turbines to the ocean floor. 

There are only a handful of float- 
ing offshore platforms in the world 
-allin Europe - but officials said the 
technology is developing and could 
soon establish the United States asa 
global leader in offshore wind. 

The push for offshore wind is part 
of Mr Biden’s effort to promote clean 
energy and address global warming.

93 giant snails

A trail of slime reportedly led 
customs officials to a stash of 
almost 100 giant African land 
snails hidden inside bags at 
Dusseldorf Airport. 

Officials spotted a snail on 
abaggage truck and thought 
it was a toy until it started 
moving. By following its trail, 
they found a bag with a hole, 
with another snail peeping out. 

The six bags, with 93 snails, 
28kg of fish and smoked meat, 
and acase of rotting meat were 
seized.

Xi voices fears

The Chinese President, Xi Jinping, 
warned his Central Asian neighbours 
yesterday not to allow outsiders to 
destabilise them with “colour revolu- 
tions” and offered to set up a regional 
counterterrorism training centre.

Chinese anxiety that Western sup- 
port for pro-democracy and human 
rights activists is a plot to undermine 
Xi’s ruling Communist Party and 
other authoritarian governments.

Survivors await rooftop 
rescue after fatal floods

Floodwaters triggered by heavy rain- 
fall swept through several towns in a 
hilly region of central Italy early yes- 
terday, leaving 10 people dead and at 
least four missing, authorities said. 

Dozens of survivors climbed on to 
rooftops or up trees to await rescue. 

“It wasn’t a water bomb, it was a 
tsunami,” Riccardo Pasqualini, the 
mayor of Barbara, told Italian state 
radio of the sudden downpour on 
Thursday evening that devastated 
his town in the Marche region, near 
the Adriatic Sea. 

He said the flooding had left the 
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Awomanis helped to safety after 
flood waters struck the Marche region 


1,300 residents of Barbara without 
drinking water and with patchy 
telephone service. 

A mother and her young daughter 


were missing after trying to escape 
the floodwaters, the mayor told the 
Italian news agency ANSA. 

While firefighters reported at least 
seven confirmed deaths and three 
people missing, RAI state television 
quoted the local prefect’s office as say- 
ing there were 10 confirmed deaths. 

Two children, including a boy 
swept out of his mother’s arms in 
Barbara, were among four peo- 
ple still unaccounted for as of late 
yesterday morning. 

Some 50 people were treated at 
hospitals for injuries. 

Many of the 300 firefighters on res- 
cue operations waded through waist- 
high water in flooded streets.

Trump’s cache of top-secret files sent for review

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Wheels of fortune 


In the Italian Alps, ‘rebel’ farmers value tradition over mass production 
to create one of the world’s most expensive cheeses. By James Imam 


n the northern Italian village of 
Gerola Alta, diners at the Bitto 
Centre’s tasting room are being 
served creamy polenta, carafes of 
local wine and plates stacked with 
tender salamis and cheeses produced 
nearby in the alpine Valtellina territory. 

Many have come to this corner of the 
lush Bitto valley to sample the Storico 
Ribelle (historic rebel), a fatty, pungent, 
tangy cheese that is this area’s most 
famous product. Some of the visitors 
gather in the cheese cellar below the 
restaurant, where 3,000 cheese wheels 
are lined up on wooden stacks. 

Formerly known as Bitto storico 
(historic Bitto), Storico Ribelle is one of 
the world’s finest cheeses and, according 
to anumber of classifications, one of 
its most expensive. It can cost as much 
as €98 (£85) a kilo and that’s if you buy 
direct from the producers. 

Its continued existence today owes 
much to Paolo Ciapparelli, a cheese 
aficionado who has united with 
traditional producers in opposition to 
shifts towards mass production. 

“We had to challenge the system, we 
had to rebel,” says Ciapparelli, a ruddy, 
energetic 71-year-old, over a beer at the 
Bitto Centre, which he runs. “Ours was a 
world of simple mountain folk who each 
had around 10 cows and knew how to 
respect the grass,” he says. “This was a 
world too beautiful to lose.” 

Bitto has been made in this territory 
ever since the Celts were driven off 
the Po Valley in 300BC by the Ancient 
Romans and relocated here. Until 30 
years ago, it was made exclusively in 
Gerola Alta and Albaredo per San 
Marco, two branches of the valley that 
is traversed by the Bitto torrent and 
pocketed with lakes. 

Today, Storico Ribelle producers take 
bruna Alpina-breed cows and orobica 
goats to graze in high-altitude pastures 
during the summer months, as they 
have done for thousands of years. 

Their fat-rich milk (80 per cent 
cow and 20 per cent goat) is heated 
in cauldrons kept in stone mountain 
shacks, before the resulting curd is 
scooped into wooden bonds. Once the 
cheese has dried, it is transported to the 
Bitto Centre cellar and left to mature for 
anywhere between 70 days and 10 years. 

Younger cheeses are softer, whiter 
and sweeter than older varieties, which 
turn yellow, become hard and crumbly,

and have a sharp aftertaste. The valley’s 
freshwater supply and sunshine, 

high altitude and rich floral variety 
contribute to the cheese’s complex 
bouquet of perfumes and aromas. 

This is the genuine article, according 
to Ciapparelli, who contrasts it with 
other cheeses that still use the Bitto 
storico name. 

“The newer varieties of Bitto cannot 
compete with the real stuff,” the former 
flooring salesman says. “They taste 
bland in comparison.” 

Ciapparelli became a Bitto activist 
after the Consortium for Safeguarding 
Casera and Bitto (CSCB), which 
represents local producers, applied for 
the Protected Designation of Origin 
status (known by the acronym “DOP”). 

Awarded to EU and UK products 
made with local ingredients according 
to codified procedures, DOP status is 
seen by many as a guarantor of quality. 

But critics argue that the DOP 
label is merely a convenient way of 
commercialising products by increasing 
visibility and prestige. Consortia often 
amend their production manuals 
to maximise output after they have 
received the status, Ciapparelli claims. 

The CSCB won DOP status in 1995 
and modified the Bitto production 
manual seven years later, enabling 
farmers to supplement animals’ diet 
with fodder, add ferment to cheese, milk 
cows down valley and extend the area in 
which Bitto is produced. 

Ciapparelli accuses the Lombardy 
region and Italy’s Ministry of 
Agriculture of prioritising profit over 
tradition to monopolise the market. 

To support traditional cheese makers 
and promote Bitto storico, in 1994 
Ciapparelli united 16 producers under 
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anew association that became the Save 
Bitto Heritage Consortium. 

He was contacted by the Slow Food 
movement, which promotes regional 
culinary traditions and has millions of 
followers in 160 countries, in 2003, and 
his consortium was included in the Slow 
Food Communities network. 

The resulting visibility helped 
Ciapparelli bring private investors on 
board, allowing him to double traditional 
cheese makers’ fees overnight and build 
the Bitto Centre in 2010. 

Ciapparelli says that he has “made 
enemies” along the way, with the CSCB 
legally challenging his use of the Bitto 
storico name and forcing him to replace 
it with Storico Ribelle in 2016. At the 
time, Coldiretti, a powerful agricultural 
association, accused the rebels of 
“instrumentalising the defence of 
traditions... for personal interests”. 

Storico Ribelle has been dwarfed 
by Bitto DOP, which produces 1,500 
traditional cheeses every year. Even so, 
Ciapparelli has secured the livelihood of 
a dozen traditional producers. 

Roughly 25 suppliers in cities such as 
London, Milan and Tokyo sell the cheese 
today, while individuals can order 
wheels with personalised messages 
etched into the wax for between €500 
and €800. “This is a rare and exclusive 
product so the prices are high,” says 
Ciapparelli. “I can’t produce more 
cheese without destroying the grass.” 

Having saved the original Bitto from 
extinction, Ciapparelli is now trying to 
line up a successor. “I need somebody 
that knows the history of this cheese, 
the values we have promoted and how to 
spread them,” he says. “What you need 
is humility and respect for history. And 
just a little bit of rebelliousness.”

Kirchner: I’m alive 
because of God 


Argentina’s vice-president, 
Christina Fernandez de Kirchner, 
has said she is alive “because of 
God and the Virgin Mary”, after 
surviving an assassination attempt 
when the weapon jammed. 

She also said the Pope, a fellow 
Argentine, had called to comfort her 
after the 1 September attack. 

Ms Fernandez de Kirchner, 69, 
who is on trial for corruption, was 
targeted as she left her home in 
Buenos Aires. 

Fernando Sabag Montiel, 35, 
and Brenda Uliarte, 23, have been 
charged with attempted murder. 
But the attack has given rise to 
a number of conspiracy theories, 
with many believing it was staged.

ucy Foley’s hit crime 

novels are always 

set in glamorous 

places - a New Year’s 

Eve getaway at a 

Highlands lodge, a 
wedding at a remote Irish island, 
a beautiful Parisian apartment - 
but she usually writes them from 
somewhere completely different. 

“T wrote The Hunting Party 

in Iran, where it was really hot. 
I was finishing The Guest List [the 
Trish island] in an Airbnb in Paris, 
where I came up with the idea for 
The Paris Apartment.” 

Foley likes to travel when she is 
writing, and when we speak she 
has recently returned from six 
weeks in northern Spain, where 
she rented an apartment with her 
toddler and got to work on a new 
book. Which is set, naturally, in 
the West Country. 

Doesn’t it put her off, visiting 
wonderful new locations and 
then trying to immerse herself 
in entirely different ones while 
she’s writing? “It’s probably a bit 
wanky to invoke Hemingway, but 
he said that to write properly about 
aplace, you have to have left it. 
And I do think there’s an element 
of that for me.” 

The 36-year-old is a cheery 
but also an extremely hard- 
working writer. “I do try to do 
anine-to-five. I get dressed 
properly, I brush my hair before 
I sit down at the computer.” 

After an undergraduate degree 
in English at Durham (where 
she met her husband) and an 
MA in English literature at UCL, 
she worked in publishing before 
writing three historical fiction 
novels in her twenties. Her books 
sold well enough that she quit 
publishing to write full time - but 
it wasn’t until her first crime novel, 
The Hunting Party, published in 
2019, that her career really took off.

‘Frozen Planet Il’, the BBC's latest David Attenborough series, is 
less nature documentary, more horror show, writes Jessie Hewitson 


fter a full-on day at work, 

my husband and I wanted 

to relax with a wholesome 

TV programme. Sir 

David Attenborough’s 

Frozen Planet ITis meant 
to be good, my husband suggested. We 
debated whether we should wait and 
watch it with the kids but, too tired to 
think of what we could watch instead, 
we loaded up iPlayer. 

One hour later, having watched the 
first episode of the new series, I turned 
off the TV, ashen-faced. 

Thad expected it to leave me 
feeling warm and fuzzy. Instead I was 
nauseous, and massively relieved 
that I was not born a seal - a sentence 
Inever thought I would write. 

But I felt even more relief that we 
didn’t watch it with our two sons. 
Twelve and six, they care passionately 
about nature. Hell, I did too - until this 
programme made me question it all. 

Because this is not really a nature 
show - it’s more an hour-long horror 
film where one defenceless cute animal 
after another meets a sickening end. 

There is one scene, involving a grizzly 
bear and a newborn calf confused 
about who its mum really is, that is so 
viscerally upsetting I genuinely fear it 
might stay with me for life. 

Only, what’s that? Hang on-a 
scrap of hope. Look! Another calf has 
managed to escape the grizzly bear. But 


where is its mother? Cue the camera 
zooming out, and you discover she is 
miles away. Leaving the calf stumbling 
in the snow to try and find her, only to 
collapse, left to die exhausted, freezing 
and alone. Dear God, life is bleak. 

I feel so strongly about it I want to 
warn all well-meaning parents, who 
may, as I write this piece, be settling 
down on their sofa with their small, 
wide-eyed children. “Don’t do it!” I want 
to cry - you may end up inadvertently 
traumatising your offspring for life. 

If they do hit play, they will realise as 
their children’s expressions drop that

nature programmes have come a long 
way from the ones we watched when 
we were kids, when you would brace 
yourself for one upsetting scene - in 
which a dehydrated gazelle took a sip in 
the inviting water only for the crocodile 
to strike - but then there would be no 
more death in the programme. 

Now, it’s a succession of gory endings. 
Frozen Planet IT gobbles you up and 
spits you out at the end. Far from 
calmed by nature, I felt revolted by it. 

Of course, discovering that the 


natural world, like the human one, can 
be brutal, senseless and random is a key 
part of growing up, and one of the most 
difficult lessons. [remember resisting 
it, feeling furious with the cameraman, 
and even saintly Sir David, for allowing 
the poor animal to die when they could 
have intervened. 

I would comfort myself with the 
thought that perhaps it looked like the 
seal was being mauled to death but 
really it was just an unfortunate angle 
and the cameraman, after the film 
stopped rolling, saved it, got out his or 
her first aid kid and dedicated the next 
two weeks to nursing it back to life. 

Only now, after watching a poor seal 
desperately cling to a scrap of floating 
ice that was in the midst of a tidal wave 
created by four killer whales whacking 
their huge tails in the water so they 
could upend the poor thing... there was 
no comfort to be had. 

Life is brutish and short, said Thomas 
Hobbes, the renowned pessimist 
thinker. Having watched Frozen Planet 
IT, [now know what he means in full 
Technicolor detail. Only I’m not sure I 
needed reminding quite so often - and 
I’m pretty sure the series should have 
had a content warning: all cute animals 
were harmed in the making of this 
show. Young children, look away now.

Jobs for the weekend 
... greenhouse care 


reenhouses, lush 
and productive 
after summer, 
require attention 
now to get them 
ready for winter. 
Light levels are falling fast, as 
are temperatures (particularly at 
night), and from now until April, 
plants will need every bit of light 
they can get. Shading can be 
removed in stages, until it is all 
removed as the end of the month 
approaches. It is worth cleaning 
the glazing with detergent and 
water and using an old plant label 
to shift dirt from where panes 
overlap. Any cracked or broken 
panes should be replaced before 
cold weather arrives. The same is 
true of cold frames, polytunnels 
and conservatories. 
Fluctuating temperatures 
are arisk in September, so good 


ventilation by day and closing 
vents overnight are very helpful 
in maintaining plant health and 
wringing the last of the season’s 
growth from plants. Ideally, aim 
for about 16°C during the day 
and 10°C at night. Close vents 
in the afternoon and open them 
again only when the sun is up the 
following morning. It is better to 
have temperatures on the cool side 
than humid and warm conditions. 
The end of many crops is in 
sight, and when tomato and 
pepper ripening slows, fruits can 
be harvested and spent plants 
composted. Tomato fruits kept 


From now until April, 
plants will need every bit 
of light that they can get 


indoors in a dark, warm place 
will go on ripening for some 

time. The same goes for outdoor 
tomatoes, although blight disease 
often destroys these crops once 
September rains set in. 

Where greenhouse tomato crops 
are still growing, keep vents closed 
in rainy periods and seal leaks 
with transparent silicone sealant 
- blight disease occurs only when 
plants become wet. 


Wet leaves also promote grey 
mould or Botrytis, a fungus 
disease that also lives on dead 
plant material. Botrytis is more 
problematic than cold for many 
greenhouse plants in autumn and 
early winter, but can be curbed by 
good ventilation, carefully avoiding 
overwatering and frequent 
removal of dead leaves. Water 
needs of plants are greatly reduced 
as light and temperatures fall 


and overwatering again becomes 
a leading cause of plant loss. 

There is no need yet to add extra 
insulation using bubble wrap - this 
will cut out much light and increase 
humidity. When the time comes, 
next month, consider insulating 
only the north-facing sides. 

With outdoor temperatures 
still equable, take the opportunity 
to put all the plants outside and 
cleanse the interior before winter. 
Use hot water, detergent and 
garden disinfectant. 

Remove dead, diseased and 
rotted material before placing 
plants back indoors and add 
nematode drenches to control vine 
weevil larvae if a problem. 

Houseplants - in greenhouses, 
conservatories or on window sills 
- also need decreasing water and 
less feeding from now on.

Whatever happened to 


Girls Own Adventures? 


always longed for adventure, to 

go on trips to far-flung places and 

nearby wonders and capture my 

journey through the world in words. 

I yearned to climb mountains, to 
swim in the sea and walk the world’s 
great pathways. 

I devoured adventure stories in my 
local library. Yet in all the great travel 
stories, it was the boys having the 
adventures. Gulliver’s Travels, Robinson 
Crusoe, Boys’ Own Adventure stories. 
How many girls got to have adventures? 
Well, there was Alice... who got to fall 
down a rabbit hole. 

Travel writing is still a genre 
dominated by male voices chronicling 
real-life adventures — you only need to 
go into a bookshop and amid hundreds 
of books in the Travel Writing section, 
you could tot up the number of female 
authors on a single pair of hands. 

I step inside the largest bookshop in 
the North where, as a teenager, I would 
browse the shelves and dream of one 
day being a writer. Over the years I’ve 
come to know its nooks and crannies

like my own heart, yet it seemed 
almost impossible given the barriers 
that a book of mine would one day be 
there on the shelves. 

My heart skips a beat to see it there 
-at the centre of a table with a sign 


reading “Best of British Travel Writing”. 


It is the culmination of a long, tough 
journey - quite literally.

realise I had internalised societal 
expectations to believe that I did not 
really belong - to see it there is a mark of 
validation. On this particular display are 
35 books by men and only a couple by 
women including one of my inspirations, 
The Living Mountain by Nan Shepherd. 

I walk further and see an extensive 
Travel Writing section and again there 
are only a few books by women. But 
Iam proud to see mine, J Belong Here, 
amid the back catalogues of Dervla 
Murphy, Jan Morris and Freya Stark. 
There is Wild by Cheryl Strayed, who 
made an epic journey walking the 
Pacific Crest Trail, and Wanderlust by 
Rebecca Solnit, and Among Flowers by 
Jamaica Kincaid. Anthologies include 
The Virago Book of Women Travellers - 
although the women of colour writers 
collected are few and far between. 

The gender imbalance in the genre of 
travel writing is part of larger societal 
inequality. There is a crossover of travel 
and adventure with sport - how women 
move our bodies through the world 
and our equal right to belong. Women’s 
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strength and power was on superlative 
display in the Lionesses’s wonderful win 
in July, yet it wasn’t until 1991 that the 
first Fifa Women’s World Cup was held. 
The road to getting published at all 
was a tough one - I was told “someone 
like me” wasn’t, and couldn’t be, a travel 
writer. Even when published I faced 
obstacles. One person told me I'd only 
achieved anything by “ticking a box”. 
‘When women travel solo, we face 
greater risks, such as violence and 
street harassment, and as a woman of 
colour I’ve faced racism and hostility. 
And when we write about travel, we can 
face another set of risks and hostility. 
Back to those bookshop shelves: “If 
there’s a book you want to read, but 
it hasn’t been written yet, then you 
must write it”, advised the great Toni 
Morrison - so I keep putting one foot 
forward, one more word on the page.

When to go 

Penzance gets very busy during the 

peak summer season, but the crowds 
begin to ease in early September. And it 
always seems to avoid the hordes that 
descend on hotspots such as St Ives and 
Newquay partly because it is still very 
much a working Cornish town that is not 
as focused on serving the tourist trade. 

There are notable events from spring 

to autumn. The Penzance art festival runs 
from mid-May to July, while the optimum 
time to see basking sharks and dolphins 
is from April to October. For more 
adventurous visitors, there is the option 
of snorkelling with blue sharks, from June 
to October, bluesharksnorkel.co.uk. 


How to get there 

Great Western Railway runs direct 

services between Penzance and 
London Paddington, Cardiff Central and 
Plymouth, among other hubs. The railway 
station is a 10-minute walk to the town 
centre, which is compact enough to amble 
from boutique to antiques shop to café. 
The artsy town of Newlyn is a gentle, 
20-minute stroll along the promenade. 

There are reliable bus services from 
Penzance down to Mousehole and from 
Penzance up to St Ives. 

The MOUS bus between Penzance and 
Mousehole runs every 20 minutes Mon- 
Fri and every 30 minutes Sat-Sun. Bus 
number 17 runs every 30 minutes from 
Penzance to St lves Mon-Sat and every 
hour on Sundays. A day ticket covering all 
bus travel in Cornwall is £5. 


Where to stay 

At the end of Penzance’s Chapel 

Street is red-bricked Chapel House 
boutique hotel. The Georgian townhouse 
has been beautifully renovated, with 
contemporary local art on every wall. 
Doubles from £160 per night. There are 
also two apartments in its carefully 
manicured Mediterranean-style garden 
from £295 a night, sleeping up to four. AlL 
include breakfast, chapelhousepz.co.uk. 

For those ona budget, the Premier 

Inn close to the train station offers clean 
and comfortable rooms from £59 per 
night. Premier Plus rooms, starting 
from £84, include a Nespresso machine, 
premierinn.com.

Tips, advice and tricks to 
save money this winter 


With the cost of living set to soar in the coming months, now is the 
time to maximise the savings you can make, writes Laurie Havelock 


t’s getting colder and energy 
prices are anxiety-provoking. 
What you need is a plan to get 
your house and your finances 
ready for winter. Below we’ve 
compiled sensible, practical sugges- 
tions that will help save you money. 


Read your meter 

Make sure you do a meter reading 
on 30 September. If you do, you 
will pay for the energy you use at 
the current lower rate before it in- 
creases on 1 October. If you don’t, 
you might pay for more usage under 
the new, more expensive rate. 

Do it earlier too just in case — in 
March, suppliers’ websites crashed 
as people raced to submit readings 
before April’s rise. If you have a 
smart meter, this will not be neces- 
sary as it does it automatically. 


Bleed your radiators 
For any rooms that are less impor- 
tant to heat - bedrooms perhaps - 
turn the radiators offat the wall, and 
bleed them so they are running as 
efficiently as possible. 
Time the kids’ showers 
Anything that involves heating you 
or the home up is now expensive. 
Keep a timer in the shower and set 
it to two minutes so your kids know 
when their time is up. 

Running your washing machine 
full and at a low temperature helps 
(reserving a high one for sheets). 


Switch light bulbs 

Ifleft on for around four hours a day, 
a halogen bulb would cost £17.85 
a year to run while an LED bulb 
would cost £4.25, under the current 
price cap. 

If you swap 10 bulbs and used 
them all for four hours a day, you 
would save £116 a year, even after 
the initial £20 cost of the new bulbs. 
This saving will nearly double from 
next month. 


Cook slowly 

If you have one, use a slow cooker as 
it’s a third of the cost. A study from 
energy supplier Utilita shows that 
an electric cooker costs on average 
87p per day to run, working out as 
£6.09 a week and £26.38 per month. 
Meanwhile a slow cooker costs just 
16p a day, £2.32 a week or £10 a 
month. Air fryers come in between 


14p a day, just over £1 a week and 
£4.40 a month. 

But by far the cheapest appliance, 
according to a survey by the firm, is 
the microwave, which is 8 pence a 
day, 58p a week or £2.50 a month. 

More people are buying frozen 
vegetables instead of fresh. Tesco, 
onits website, has lots of meal plans 
where it suggests five family din- 
ners you can cook for £25. 

Covering pans with lids and only 
boiling the kettle for what you need 
can also conserve energy. 


Sort out your mortgage 
If you are on a fixed-rate mortgage 
that is due to expire in the next six 
months, you will be able to lock ina 
new deal before your old one ends. 
Next week the Bank of England 
will almost certainly increase the 
Base Rate - which will lead to all 
forms of borrowing getting more 
expensive - and it is possible it will 
increase the rate by as much as 0.5 


per cent. Some banks will let you 
agree a new deal six months in ad- 
vance - although some will only do 
it three months ahead. Speak to a 
mortgage broker to see what can 
be done.

Uncapped bonuses 
pose ‘reckless risk’ 


By David Connett 


Banker’s bonuses are a “symptom” 
of the wider problem of “reckless 
risk” in the financial system and 
lifting a cap on them may result in 
a repeat of previous crises, experts 
have warned, 

New chancellor Kwasi Kwarteng 
is considering scrapping the cap on 
banker bonuses. 

Introduced in 2014 in response 
to the financial crisis, the cap limits 
bonuses to a year’s salary, rising to 
two years if shareholders approve. 

Removing the cap, it is argued, 
could strengthen London’s competi- 
tiveness in the global finance indus- 
try against rivals in New York and 
Asia by allowing City banks to lure 
the sector’s best talent by offering 
better remuneration. 

Opponents of the move say 
it could lead to a return of high 
risk behaviour that triggered the

financial crisis in 2007. Labour MP 
Margaret Hodge, who campaigns 
against “dirty money” in the City, 
said bonuses for mergers and ac- 
quisition bankers were already at 
record levels of £2.6bn - even with 
the cap in place. 

“Thinking about bankers at this 
stage is obscene. Whose side is eve- 
rybody on, really?” she said. 

Mick McAteer, a former Finan- 
cial Conduct Authority board mem- 
ber, described it as a “bad idea” that 
would encourage the kind of ag- 
gressive risk-taking seen before the 
2008 crash. 

It would create incentives for 
“misselling of toxic socially useless 
financial products”, he warned, say- 
ing: “I’m not sure it’s appreciated 
just how dangerous fierce competi- 
tion can be.” 

Mr McAteer added: “What does 
scrapping [the] bonus cap mean for 
levelling up?” 


Retail feels pinch of frugal shoppers

Consumers rapidly reined in spend- 
ing in August as retail sales dropped 
by the largest amount in over a year. 

The volume of retail sales fell by 
1.6 per cent, the joint largest drop 
since July last year, according to the 
Office for National Statistics. 

All retail sectors saw a decline, 
with online firms having the largest 


fall at 2.6 per cent. Grocery and food 
store sales were the most resilient, 
down just 0.8 per cent, but this still 
leaves them 1.4 percentage points 
below their pre-coronavirus levels. 

The amount spent by consumers 
also dropped by 1.7 per cent month 
on month. 

Consumers are being increas- 
ingly watchful over their spending 
due to energy bills concern.

EMILY WILKINSON, 34, lives near 
Macclesfield in Cheshire with her 
husband, Alex, and their two French 
bulldogs, Peanut and Minnie, and two 
cats Tiger and Narla. She runsa gym 
called AW Muscle and Fitness with 
her husband. She takes home a £1,042 
salary from the gymandalso puts 
£1,500 a month from the business 
into ajoint account for bills. Most 

of the money from the business is 
reinvested back into it. 


She said: “My husband and I are 
both bodybuilders and purchased a 
gym in 2018 financed by selling five 
houses we owned between us, which 
made us £80,000. 

“Over the pandemic, we lost 
around £60,000 and the grants we 
received did not touch the surface. 
We ran online boot camps and 
coaching sessions, and when we 
could, opened an outdoor gym in our 
car park spaces. 

“Rising costs are our primary 
concern. We are paying back our 
bounce-back loan monthly, which 
comes in at £340 a month over a 
10-year period, and have higher pay 
costs for staff and cleaners. 

“Last September, the business’s 
electricity bill jumped from £480 a 
month to over £1,000 a month. This 
September we are expecting the bill 
to be over £1,500 a month. It is hard 
to see how the Government cap will 
affect us as we are in a fixed-term 
contract for the next 12 months. 

“Tm not convinced the 
Government has really 


thought through the plans to 
support businesses. 

“We have put our membership 
prices up this month: day passes, 
the price will rise from £5 to £7, but 
every seventh visit will be free. 

“Tt is going to be hard to

increase our prices further as our 
members will be feeling the squeeze 
financially too. 

“Thave had some sleepless nights 
over rising costs. I do not think we 
will lose the business, but I think we 
will have to fight to keep it.”

The social media app Parley, which 
is popular with Donald Trump 
supporters, has bought California- 
based cloud services provider 
Dynascale, giving it access to 
roughly 50,000sq ft of data centre 
space. The move comes as part of a 
wider restructure which includes 
the launch of a new parent company 
Parlement Technologies Inc after 
its recent $16m (£14m) fundraising.

Abitter taste for 
Oktoberfest visitors 


The beer could be hard to swallow 
at Germany’s landmark Oktoberfest 
event as the price of a 1-litre stein 

of beer is set to cost between €12.60

World Bank 
takes gloomy 
line on growth

A chilling warning about a global 
recession in 2023 has been issued by 
the World Bank as it raises fears that 
interest rate rises could contribute to 
a significant slowdown. 

Experts at the World Bank high- 
lighted that central banks had been 
increasing interest rates this year ina 
“synchronicity not seen over the past 
five decades”, something which could 
damage global growth. 

In a bid to control inflation, it is 
expected that central banks will 
need to raise interest rates by a fur- 
ther 2 percentage points which, if 
accompanied by stress in financial 
markets or continued supply chain 
disruption, could lead global GDP 
growth to slow to 0.5 per cent in 
2028. This 0.4 per cent per capita 
contraction would meet the techni- 
cal definition of a global recession, 
the bank added. 

“Recent tightening of monetary 
and fiscal policies will likely prove 
helpful in reducing inflation,” said 
the World Bank’s Ayhan Kose. “But 
because they are highly synchronous 
across countries, they could be mu- 
tually compounding in tightening 
financial conditions and steepening 
the global growth slowdown.” 

The World Bank expected inter- 
est rate rises to lead the global core 
inflation rate, excluding energy, to hit 
roughly 5 per cent next year, which is 
double the five-year average before 
the pandemic. 

It said the global economy was in 
its steepest slowdown following a 
post-recession recovery since 1970.

ge retires them all in 
the end. The feeling 
in Las Vegas, where 
Gennady Golovkin 
and Saul “Canelo” 
Alvarez meet for a 
third time tonight, is 
wreathed in a Roger 
Federer-type vibe, an all-time 
great falling not to the blow of 
another, but to the ticking of the 
clock. Golovkin is 40 years old, a 
landmark number that is friend to 
few in the athletic space, still fewer 
in combat sport. 

Like the gladiator he is, Golovkin 
(above) is having none of the obit 
speak and talks of fighting on, 
whatever the result. “Who is he to 
finish anybody’s career?” Golovkin 
said of Canelo dismissively. Until 
he met Canelo in September 2017, 
only five of his 37 opponents had 
taken him the distance, and only 
one of those to the 12th round. 

His merciless power and vicious 
hitting marked him out asa 
middleweight to bear mention 
with the giants. He did not get rid 
of Canelo in that first meeting, 

but the only ones who thought the 
draw just were the three men with 
scorecards at ringside. 

The second fight was closer 
but did not shift opinion radically 
enough to give Canelo a draw, 
let alone the victory awarded by 
the judges. Golovkin has never 
accepted the validity of those 
outcomes delivered 12 months 
apart. He regards himself 
unbeaten, the victim of perverse 
decision-making that reflects 
the economic power of Canelo, 
arguably boxing’s biggest draw. 

Golovkin is typical of fighters 
from the former Soviet bloc, 
career amateurs who turn 
over in their thirties to pursue

professional riches in the United 
States and Europe. In 350 amateur 
bouts he lost only five, one of those 
coming in the 2004 Olympic final 
in Athens. He turned pro two 
years later, a month after his 34th 
birthday. With no facility in 
English he had ground his 
way through German 
undercards before 

landing his first world 

title fight in 2010. 

The Kazakhstani 
presents the countenance 
of an office clerk. In the ring 
he is transformed, at least he 
was at his peak. It would not have 
occurred to him to change ina 
phone box but were he to have 
done so, the Superman entry 
would have been totally justified. 

Sadly, boxing is not a Netflix 
drama. Only Rocky Balboa wins 
in old age. Not only is Golovkin 
in with a man eight years his 
junior, he meets Canelo at 
super middleweight, eight 
pounds higher than the 160lb 
middleweight ceiling with which 
he is familiar. Though shorter 
by two inches, Canelo (right) is 
packed into the weight and might 
be a stone heavier at the first bell. 

The relentless intensity of the 
assaults that got the better 
of Canelo in all but 
the judges’ eyes in 
bouts one and two 
is harder to bring 
over 12 rounds 
at a weight 
he has never 
experienced 
and at such 
an advanced 
age. And 
despite 
the loss 
to Dmitry 
Bivol at light 
heavyweight 
last time 
out, Canelo 
isamuch 
evolved 
fighter 
from the 
opponent 
he was 
in 2018. 

He has 
the same 
visceral feel 
for the game 
as Golovkin, 
only refined 
in the Mexican 
school which 
balances insane 
courage witha 
technical appreciation 


of the finer arts. Where Golovkin 
powers forward relentlessly, 
Canelo knows how to take a step 
sideways and back, taking him 
almost imperceptibly out of range 
before snapping back with 
concussive power. 
Golovkin’s chin would 
not splinter in a crash 
\ test, his heart will 
not give way, but 
his legs are those 
of aman in middle 
age growing older in 
the ring. Federer was 
bagelled in his final set at 
Wimbledon 15 months ago. The 
boxing equivalent rarely ends 
ina handshake with bruised ego 
attended by the affection of an 
adoring crowd. 
What a win might look like is not 
necessarily the thing that Golovkin 
craves. To reach the 
final bell might be 
victory enough 
in so forbidding 
acontest.

staff yesterday posted 
anangry note on social 
media warning co-owners 
Colin Goldring and Jason 
Whittingham that “we cannot 
promise this goodwill will 
continue indefinitely”. 

One employee told i that 
amember of Worcester’s 
leadership team had 
threatened staff with 
disciplinary action for gross 
misconduct if they didn’t 
remove the note from the 
club’s official website. But 
the post - that arose out ofa 
staff meeting on Thursday - 
was widely shared yesterday 
afternoon and would have 
been posted earlier if some 
had had their way. Around 
15 Worcester employees 
have resigned in the month 
orso of turmoil triggered by 
awinding-up petition from 
HMRC. Those remaining, 
who have experienced late, 
reduced or non-payment 
of August’s wages, have this 
week found their club email 
and Wi-Fi not working, while 
players’ bookings for MRI 
scans have reportedly been 
cancelled. 


The note from staff stated: 


“We remain angry at the 
continual broken promises 
and lack of communication 
from those above and hope 
for new ownership to come 
in with a clean break from 
those currently in position. 
Our focus is now on getting 
the stadium ready for the 
supporters, whoalong with 
players and staff are the true 
beating heart of this great 
club.” 

The Rugby Football Union 
had warned Worcester 
they faced suspension and, 
ultimately, possible removal 
from the Premiership if 
they forfeited tomorrow’s 
match against Exeter but 
the requisite information 
on medical provision, 
two ambulances on site 
and sufficient stewarding 
was accepted by the RFU 
yesterday, and asafety 
certificate signed off by the 
local authority. The match at 
Sixways will have areduced 
attendance of 5,000, down 
from the normal 11,500, and 
supporters are planning a 
protest against the owners 
to coincide with the live TV 
coverage on BT Sport.

Premier League set 
to get go-ahead to 
play on Euro nights

Uefa is open to the Premier League 
scheduling matches on European 
nights to help tackle the growing 
fixture crisis. 

In aseason already squeezed 
due toa winter World Cup being 
held for the first time, all football 
was suspended for the weekend 
following the Queen’s death. 

It meant space would have 
be found fora whole weekend 
of games ina calendar already 
bursting at the seams. And further 
pressure was added when games 
had to be moved this weekend —a 
prospect first revealed byi—due 
to police forces being stretched 
preparing for the Queen's funeral 
on Monday. 

Chelsea’s home match against 
Liverpool and Manchester United’s 
game with Leeds United at Old 
Trafford, both pencilled in for 
Sunday, were postponed due toa 
lack of police resources. 

But Uefa sources have indicated 
toithat the governing body 
is willing to allow Premier 
League matches to be played on 
Champions League, Europa League 
and Conference League nights. 

Relations are good after the 
Premier League swiftly agreed 
to move Arsenal’s league game 
against Manchester City, slated 
for 19 October, so that the north 
London club could play their 
rejigged Champions League tie 
with PSV Eindhoven that evening, 


after it, too, was postponed bya 
lack of police availability. 

Last season, Uefa gave 
permission for the Premier League 
to stage games on European nights 
when the Omicron variant of 
Covid-19 forced several fixtures 
to be postponed. Indeed, the 
agreement not to play domestic 
games on European nightsisa 
Memorandum of Understanding 
with the European Leagues 
body, as opposed to being a Uefa 
regulation, i was told. 

Although Uefa did fine the 
Premier League more than £1m 
in 2013 for playing fixtures on 
European nights, it is accepted 
that leagues and competitions are 
facing intense pressure to ensure 
they are completed with as much 
integrity intact as possible. 

The World Cup in Qatar kicks off 
on 20 November and will conclude 
on 18 December, and the start of 
the top-flight season was already 
brought forward asaresult, 
while Carabao Cup ties are set to 
be played just two days after the 
World Cup final. 

Even then, with a two-week 
international break commencing 
after this weekend's games that 
are going ahead, there are no 
longer any free midweeks to 
reschedule matches before the 
World Cup, with four midweeks 
taken up by European fixtures, 
one by the Carabao Cup third 
round and another by around of 
Premier League fixtures already 
in the diary.

Why I wentto 


at Barrow 


via Dublin 


Jack Peat thought he would be “a 
lone ranger” on the terrace at Bar- 
row after trekking the length of the 
country from London to watch his 
beloved Doncaster Rovers play on 
Tuesday night. 

Instead, he found himself whisked 
off into the bowels of Barrow’s Holk- 
er Street ground by manager Gary 
McSheffrey to deliver a pre-match 
talk to the team about a most unu- 
sual journey from the capital to Eng- 
land’s far north. 

Peat, a Donny fan exiled in Lon- 
don for the last 10 years, got creative 
after baulking at eye-watering fares 
being charged for a train ride to Bar- 
row-in-Furness in Cumbria; £389, if 
he wanted to pick up an open return 
on the day, or well over £100 to do the 
trip on an off-peak return. Instead of 
biting his lip and deferring to the lore 
of the train providers, he sought an 
alternative route. 

In the end, the journey went like 
this: first there was a tram ride from 
Beckenham Road in south London 
to East Croydon; from there it was a 
short train hop to Gatwick, where he

boarded a flight to Dublin; “after 
a few Guinnesses in the airport,” 
it was another flight, this time to 
Manchester, where he hopped on 
the slow train to Barrow. Total 
cost for flights, trains and tram: 
£38, of which just £19 was airfare. 

What started out as an inven- 
tive way to avoid extortionate 
fares, became a minor sensation. 
The ex-Liverpool striker and Sky 
Sports pundit, Neil Mellor, picked 
up the story from social media and 
hauled Peat before the cameras to 
tell his tale on the pitch at Holker 
Street. That grabbed McSheffrey’s 
attention, who insisted he address 
the players ahead of kick-off in the 
League Two fixture. 

“T talked to the players, gave them 
a bit of a pep talk and told them 
about my journey,” Peat said. “They 
gave me around of applause, then I 
went back and watched the game. I 
was dumbfounded. I thought I’'d be 
this lone ranger stood on the ter- 
races watching us lose 2-0.” 

Peat aims to follow Doncaster 
home and away as much as his work 


and a 400-mile round trip from his 
home to the Eco-Power Stadium 
allows, but the cost of train travel 
in the UK is becoming increasingly 
prohibitive. An off-peak return from 
Croydon to Doncaster, booked eight 
days in advance, for Rovers’ home 
game against Crawley Town next 
Saturday costs £110. An open return 
is £247. And if most Donny fans have 
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ashorter trip to the Eco-Power than 
Peat, then think of the Crawley sup- 
porters who will pay at least £118 to 
arrive in plenty of time for kick-off 
and make it back home afterwards. 
The most damning part of the tale 
is that it is not a one-off, some aber- 
ration caused by a blip in the system 
that couldn’t reoccur. The madden- 
ing ratio of train costs to air fares is

Mikel Arteta says his decision 
toturn Ben White into a right- 
back should not cost the Arsenal 
defender his World Cup dream.

here’s a running joke 
among Brentford’s med- 
ical team that the first 
question they ask when 
a new Signing arrives is 
how many anterior cru- 
ciate ligament injuries 
they’ve got on their CV. 

At a club where risk more often 
than not equals reward, recruit- 
ment tends to follow that path and it 
sometimes means making the club’s 
doctors sweat a bit. 

Last summer they pressed ahead 
with the signing of Lorient forward 
Yoane Wissa just a few weeks after 
he’d been the victim of an acid at- 
tack. In January there was Chris- 
tian Eriksen and the most 
complicated medical in Pre- 
mier League history. 

This summer was 
no different. “There’s | 
always one that’s not | 
dead straightforward 
and [Mikkel] Damsgaard 
was the one this year,” Phil 
Giles (right), Brentford’s di- 
rector of football, tells i. 

Damsgaard was hot property as 
Denmark swept into the last four 
at the Euros last summer, but his 
momentum was checked when he 
missed most of Sampdoria’s season 
with an arthritic knee condition. 

“Tt was a complicated medical but 
he is a great example of someone 
who, under normal circumstances, 
wouldn’t be available to us. His in- 
terrupted season opened the door,” 
Giles says. “We have a bigger plan 
but we try to be opportunistic as well, 
which we were with Eriksen too.” 

Welcome to Brentford where, in 
Giles’s words, “taking risks is what 
we do”. It is a policy that is serving 
them well. They host leaders Ar- 
senal today, sitting in eighth place, 
level on points with Liverpool - and 
toasting Ivan Toney’s England call- 
up, the first Brentford player in the 
national squad since 1939. 

It is a club that draws admiring 
glances for not just living with 


English football’s heavyweights but 
often out-thinking and outplaying 
them. Most of those who visit their 
corner of West London looking for 
inspiration come armed with one 
simple question: how? 

“We try not to just buy into pre- 
existing ways of thinking. We don’t 
subscribe to the idea that this is 
the way it’s always been done and 
there’s no other way of doing it,” 
Giles explains. 

“Our training ground is 
about training and devel- 
oping. Most people don’t 
see that, they just see the 

| results on a Saturday.” 
One example is set- 
piece coaches. Brentford 
had zeroed in on that area 
as one where they could ex- 
tract real benefit seven years 
ago, and appointed Gianni Vio (now 
at Spurs) to lead. When he left, they 
went for Nicolas Jover, now earning 

rave reviews at Arsenal. 

“Some of those things we did all 
those years ago are now standard 
practice. We had a set-piece coach 
in the Championship,” he said. 

Giles himself is an example of 
Brentford’s commitment to think 
differently. A self-confessed “football

geek”, he had a PhD in maths unbro 
and statistics from Newcastle 
University but no background 
in professional football before he 
came to the club. 

The opportunity arrived be- 
cause Giles worked for Brentford 
owner Matthew Benham’s company 
Smartodds and in 2015, along with 
Rasmus Ankersen, he was appoint- 
ed as joint director of football. 

Their task was simple: Benham 
wanted to run the club along a set of 
principles that no one else was fol- 
lowing in football and it was up to 
Giles and Ankersen to make it work. 

So Giles zig-zagged Europe, un- ‘ 
dertaking a tour of clubs and peo- {| 
ple who they felt were doing the 
right things. One meeting was with 
Thomas Tuchel, who was blazing a ny g 
trailin the Bundesliga with Mainz / 
at the time. It led to a document 
that became a blueprint for 
Brentford’s DNA. 

There’s a tendency now 
to paint the club’s progress 
as linear and inevitable 
but the first season was 
stacked with turbulence, 
including an early call 4 ~ 
to sack head coach y % 
Marinus Dijkhuizen. 

Belief in the 
principles they 
identified was 
key. Ignoring the 
outside pressure 
to revert back to 
tried and tested 
methods endures 
to this day. They 
are all in on “bril- 
liant” boss Thomas 
Frank and promotion in 
2020 was followed by a comfort- 
able season of consolidation. 

“When you get into the 
Premier League you can /J@ 
accelerate it a bit, because 
you've got the finance, 
brand power and the 
reputation.

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to be,” Giles says of the momentum 
generated since promotion. 

It was their commitment to inno- 
vation that saw Brentford appoint 
Ben Ryan, best known for coaching 
Fiji to a gold medal at rugby sevens 
in the 2016 Olympics, as their head of 
elite performance this summer. 

“We needed some fresh thinking. 
There’s a little bit of an arms race in 
football at the moment to find the lat- 
est new idea, to implement it and get 
the benefit from it,” Giles says. 

“The thinking was if we just take 
someone who has been in football 
their whole lives, the likelihood is 
we'll just be recycling what we al- 
ready knew about. If we took some- 
one who had been across different 
sports, there may be some innova- 
tion there. Ben ticked all the boxes.” 

Ryan’s eye for detail led to him 
weighing the team’s kits after games 
to see if they’re retaining too much 
sweat. “It’s not something [’d ever 
thought of doing,” Giles admits. 

Recruitment has been consistent- 
ly good. Perhaps their most high-pro- 
file success, though, has been Toney 
(left) - signed from Peterborough for 
around £5m. 

Brentford had fallen short in the 
play-offs and were selling main goal- 
scorer Ollie Watkins to Aston Villa. 
The management thought they were 
too “nice” and they identified Toney 
as the man to give them an “edge”. 
Among other things, their scouting 
reports noted how effectively he 
“managed” referees during games. 

“Tvan’s done really well, he’s got 
a brilliant mentality and incredible 

self-belief,” Giles says. “You can see 
that when he takes his penalties, 
he’s absolutely nerveless. He hasn’t 
missed one and hasn’t even been 
close to missing one for us. 
“People underestimate him. 
They think he’s a big physical 
presence who is difficult to 
play against, which he is, but 
he’s also technically a lot bet- 
ter than a lot of people realise 
from the outside. 

“Tf you look at the fourth 
goal against Man United, 
the assist for that, he plays 
a first-time half-volley of 

perfect weight. It’s an unbe- 

lievable quality pass. Then the 

chip against Leeds, I know he has 
an open goal, but it’s not the quality 
that people associate with him. His 
technical level is very, very high.” 

There was interest expressed 
through intermediaries in Toney this 
summer, but - surprisingly — no bids. 
Any suitors would have been wasting 
their time. 

“We didn’t have to worry. I never 
worry about getting interest in 
players or players leaving, it’s when 
you don’t have interest in play- 

\ ers that you worry because then 
they’re not good enough!” Giles 
says. “I’m not sure how we replace 

Ivan, his level is so good.” 

There are no worries about 

“second season syndrome”, which

For Newcastle United, Ivan 
Toney’s England call-up is a 
jarring reminder of what might 
have been. 

The Magpies had Toney on 
their books for three years, 
failing to nurture his potential 
as he featured just twice asa 
substitute for the first team. 

It looks like a major oversight 
given his improvement since, but 
is probably symptomatic of the 
way the club was run at the time. 

Toney was first spotted by 
chief scout Graham Carr at 
Northampton and signed in 
2015. He made two substitute 
appearances but spent most 
of that time out on loan, at 
Scunthorpe and Peterborough, 
before Newcastle eventually sold 
him for just £650,000 three years 
later. A threadbare set-up did 
not include a loan manager ora 
director of football and Rafael 
Benitez - who was manager at 
the time - has claimed nobody 
told him of Toney’s potential or 
that he could have the ability to 
impact the first team. 

Howe does not believe 
Newcastle would make a similar 
mistake now, having put in place 
aloan manager and assistant 
and with Dan Ashworth now 
installed as director of football to 
ensure there is a clear pathway 
to the first team for talent. 

“It’s a difficult one because 
every situation and every 


individual’s career path is 
different,” Howe said. “I’d love to 
think that wouldn’t happen now. 
That’s not a criticism of anyone 
at that time and why Ivan left. I 
don’t know. When you watch him 
play now and see his attributes 
and what he can bring to his 
team, he’s an outstanding player. 

“The call-up is a great thing 
for people that go to the lower 
leagues and gives them hope that 
it’s not the end of their dreams. 
He’s had to work his way back up 
and he’s done incredibly well.” 

Toney’s call-up is bad news for 
Callum Wilson, who had been 
targeting an England recall 
in time for the World Cup.

Guardiola urges Grealish to be 
himself amid talk of struggles

Pep Guardiola has told Jack Greal- 
ish to shut out the noise surround- 
ing his Manchester City form and 
focus on what made him a 
top-notch player.

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WHO CAN STOP CHELSEA? 


The start of the Women’s Super 
League may have been delayed, but 
the big questions remain the same. 
Toppling Chelsea can be the only 
aim of the “big three” - if Manches- 
ter City will still be included in that 
following their summer exodus - 
while at the other end, it’s about stay- 
ing afloat and hoping not to lose by 
six or seven goals repeatedly.

Promisingly, the Reds have given 
Leanne Kiernan a new deal and 
signed Koivisto from Brighton. The 
Finland international is a huge ad- 
dition to the dressing room, having 
won the title during her time in Swe- 


den, while Liverpool have opted for 
experience in former Arsenal, Chel- 
sea and West Ham defender Gilly 
Flaherty. Young goalkeeper Eartha 
Cumings is one to keep an eye on, 
having signed from Charlton and re- 
cently made her international debut 
for Scotland. Rachel Furness, mean- 
while, will be focused solely on Liver- 
pool’s WSL campaign as she takes a 
break from Northern Ireland duty. 


MANCHESTER CITY 
This season risks turn- 
ing into a reckoning for 
Gareth Taylor. There 
have been plenty of 
theories mooted as to 
why City have allowed 
so many of their key 
players to leave, from 
rumblings of dressing 
room discontent to the 
Sheikh’s gravy train simply 
running dry for the women’s team. 
The biggest losses are of course 
England duo Keira Walsh and Geor- 
gia Stanway (who left for Barcelona 
and Bayern Munich respectively).

MANCHESTER UNITED 


The aim for Marc Skinner will be 
Champions League qualification. 


The one big dilemma is this: they 
are reliant on another stellar sea- 
son from Alessia Russo, but she has 
declined a new contract and is ina 
strong position to leave next sum- 
mer. United have already suffered 
one setback, having believed they 
had held on to Jackie Groenen but 
losing her to PSG at the 11th hour. 
Perhaps the most intriguing op- 
tion will be Nikita Parris, for whom 
things didn’t work out at Arsenal; 
she has to win United fans over first, 
after the Liverpool-born attacker 
voiced her wish to play at Anfield. 


READING 

Reading will have to contend with 
a sizable crowd at Leigh Sports 
Village on the opening day against 
Manchester United, but not only 
have they had a decent pre-season, 
they have been buying smart. Re- 
public of Ireland defender Diane 
Caldwell could enjoy an immediate 
reunion with her old United team- 
mates, while Northern Ireland inter- 
nationals Jackie Burns and Lauren 
Wade have the potential to take the 
Royals up a level. 


TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR 
Spurs secured their highest finish 
in the top flight last season, despite 
badly missing Kit Graham and Ria 
Percival after their ACL injuries. 
They will hope for a few more mo- 
mentous landmarks after beating 
City and coming within a whisker of 
victory over Arsenal. Drew Spence 
adds some experience and at the 
other end of the spectrum, Ellie 
Brazil is an exciting young tal- 
ent, signing from Bright- 
on.

‘IL let you into a secret. Seven 
weeks ago, on the weekend 
of the Women’s Euro 2022 
final, I was lying on a sunbed 
feeling grumpy. After my 
Sweden team’s semi-final loss 
to England, I flew straight to 
Greece on holiday and had to 
just switch off from social media 
— it’s not easy being constantly 
reminded of the team that beat you! 

However, I did watch the final 
and thought it was a moment to 
celebrate for women’s football with 
a sell-out crowd at Wembley and 
a final between the two best 
teams of the tournament. 

Now, seven weekson , 
from that landmark , 
moment, anew 
season is here and 
I’m looking forward 
to seeing how the 
WSL can build on 
the momentum of 
the summer. 

For astart I’m excited to 
see what kind of attendances we 
can attract. Arsenal have already 
sold 45,000 tickets for their derby 
against Tottenham next weekend 
- which would be a WSL record - 
and hopefully more big crowds will 
follow. The decision to stage more 
games at the big stadiums - and 
there are matches this weekend 
at Villa Park and the King Power 
Stadium - should help. 

When I think of how to capitalise 
on England’s success, I see one 
clear opportunity ahead when the 
Premier League and Championship 
pause for the men’s World Cup 
in November. With everything 
surrounding the Qatar World 
Cup it could be refreshing for 


fans to watch women’s football 
during that time and I hope the FA 
and the clubs see this window of 
opportunity and hold more fixtures 
in the main stadiums. At Chelsea 
we'll have our Champions League 
group fixtures then too, which 
offers another opportunity. 

While we want the game to 
grow, we must maintain the special 
culture of women’s football. I’ve 
never wanted a copy and paste of 
men’s football and at the Euros you 
saw why. We had no bad behaviour 

or violence around games and 
what summed it up for 
me was when I was on 

the bus to Sweden’s 
\ game against the 
Netherlands and I 
looked out and saw 

a couple holding 
hands - one in an 
orange shirt, the other 
in yellow. It was a cute 
moment which captured 
what women’s football is 

about and let’s keep it that way. 

As Chelsea captain, I'll respond 
if any fans misbehave as we have 
aresponsibility to show where we 
stand in terms of fan culture and 
what we do and don’t accept. 

Our own standard of behaviour 
as players is worth upholding too. 
I’ve had a lot of people say to me 
this summer, “We enjoy watching 
you because you don’t roll around 
on the ground”. I never dive myself 
and will tell my team-mates not to 
dive but if other teams start to do 
it, the referees have to pick up on it 
early. If those evaluating games see 
a pattern, hopefully the authorities 
will notify the clubs. 

Ona broader note, I’m 
encouraged that Karen Carney, my 
old Chelsea teammate, has been 
appointed by the government to 
lead a review on how to develop the 
women’s game further. It’s another 
positive step and it’s important that 
it’s not just looking at the top level 
but girls’ football. 

The England players have 
spoken clearly about the need for 
opportunities for all girls in schools 
and I’d also like to see investment to 
raise the standards of academies. If 


we can invest properly in the next 
generation, imagine the quality of 
the game in another 10 years’ time. 

Looking ahead, the development 
of the transfer market can play its 
part too. When I signed for Chelsea 
five years ago, I was one on the first 
players in the Swedish league to be 
bought out of her contract. It wasn’t 
much money but fees are now 
rising — as we’ve seen with Keira 
Walsh leaving Manchester City for 
Barcelona for a world-record fee 
of around £400,000. Hopefully this 
money can begin to trickle down to 
players’ former clubs. 

Finally, you can’t overstate 
the importance of having truly 
competitive football and the WSL 
looks stronger than ever entering 
2022-23. My Chelsea team kick off 
against Liverpool at Prenton Park 
tomorrow and we’ve made some 
incredible signings including a new 
centre-back in Canada’s Kadeisha 
Buchanan. She’s played at the 
highest level for a long time and 
I’m so impressed by how quickly 
she’s settled in. I’m also delighted 
my compatriot Johanna Rytting 
Kateryd has joined - she’s a proper 
winger who loves her one v ones. 

With such a talented squad, 

a big goal for us is to challenge 

for the Champions League - and 
make amends for not getting out of 
the group stage last season - and 
I’m also driven to make it four 
WSL titles in a row, though the 
competition will be tough. 

Arsenal have recruited cleverly 
and, like us, have two internationals 
for every position. They made a lot 
of signings last winter and those 
players will be settled now. Man 
City have lost a couple of players 
but made some exciting signings 
and they’re always hard to play 
against and, without the Champions 
League, will be hungry and focused 
in the domestic competitions. 

Manchester United will keep on 
getting better and I expect Everton 
and Tottenham to improve too. 

In short, the competition will be 
fiercer than ever and then, at the 
end of it, we'll have the World Cup 
in Australia and New Zealand. 
Exciting times ahead.

But in recent history that moniker 
hasn’t extended to the entire club: 
as Klopp’s side lifted the Premier 
League trophy in 2020, their women’s 
team succumbed to relegation to the 
Championship. 

Points had been hard to come by in 
the WSL in that campaign, despite 
Liverpool having some strength across 
their squad. By mid-March they had 
only been able to muster a single win 
from their 14 fixtures and the Covid- 
induced curtailment mant they faced 
the drop. 

The situation was a difficult one 
to take and they may have been able 
to bridge the one-point gap between 
themselves and Birmingham City over 
the remainder of the season, but they 
were never afforded the chance. 

After failing to get out of the second 
tier at the first time of asking, it was 
time for change, and Liverpool looked 
to Matt Beard - the man who achieved 
Super League success in 2013 and 2014 
on Merseyside - to bring what was 
needed. 

He did just that and Liverpool are 
now on the cusp of their first season 
back in the top flight. They had to wait 
even longer than expected but they 
will finally return to WSL action when 


they face defending champions Chelsea 


tomorrow. 
Chelsea will undoubtedly be the 


favourites to achieve the three points, 
but Liverpool fans will likely be content 
no matter the result. The time for 
open-top bus parades is over, now it’s 
time for Beard’s side to sink their teeth 
into the task at hand and ensure their 
spell at the top isn’t short-lived. 

That isn’t to say that they aren’t a 
team to look out for, though. Investment 
from the club’s owners has increased 
and the previous issues with the 
playing surface at Tranmere Rovers’ 
Prenton Park, which once forced them 
to temporarily play games at Chester, 
seem to have been alleviated. 

Beard has strengthened his squad 
with the likes of former Wolfsburg and 
Lyon forward Shanice van de Sanden, 
former West Ham captain Gilly Flaherty 
and Finnish international Emma 
Koivisto all joining the ranks. They 
add to a team who rampaged through 
their campaign last year with Ireland 
striker Leanne Kiernan finally finding 
form after years of injury struggle to 
spearhead an electric attack and net 13 
over the course of the season. 

This must be seen as a second chance 
for Liverpool to do what the other “big 
six” clubs have done and support their 
women’s team to be able to compete at 
the highest level. That does not mean 
immediately breaking into the top end 
of the table - Everton are evidence of 
how that doesn’t always work out - but 
the eventual aim should be to reach
